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EEVIEW BY THE CHIEF COMMISSIONER OP THE ANNUAL 
. EEPOET ON THE ADMINISTEATION OP JUSTICE IN 

MYSORE DUEINO 1868. 


1. The apparent rotum to a more faroraUc series of seasons, 
provcJ hy a material fall in ihc prices of the necessaries of lite, bus 
greatly diminished cripe. The «prf>vi1ico happily escaped the dearth 
which proyoilcd clsowhcro, and although Iho agriculturalists thi^cw up 
much land owing to tho selling rates of giivin not being remunerative, 
tlio moss of tho population wu-s in C4)mj)aiativoly easy circumstances. 
Hcucc while criminal ofTcnccs diminished, civil litigation increased. As 
n conseriucncc of the fonner^ the jails have been less full, and have cost 
less.

2. Tlic cli'c urn stances of iho pn»Tince hare inailo it dilhcult or 
inoxixdicut to introduce some Icgislatlro measures applicable to British 
temtory, and, as tho Judicial notnmissioner observes, tho use of tho 
designations Sessions Jiulgc^ Alegistrato, &a, has lK>on slowly adopts 
ed, though ihc Criminal Pweeduro Code was intiodiiccd some years 
ago. Long use of IIk^sc titles has nuulc them move fauiiliar cisowhei'o, 
but, analyzixl plubjlagically, some of tUoui have no pcculiai* judicial 
virtue in themselves. 

3. I conair with the Judicial Commissioner in his opinion of tho 
qualificaiious of the Amildars and reishka]3. T^fany of the former are 
effete and useless, though physically fit for service, so that they cannot 
get a medical certificate, and can only l>c turned out for some grave 
offence. Those old men of an old school caiAot^r will not learn, and 
are an undoubted incumbrance. Somo years must still clai>se before 
the better educated generation of the present day comes to tho front. 

4 . Towards the close of tlie year tTio Supreme Government sano 
tioned proposals for re<0D8tructing Uie civil courts in districts, but, at 
the details requhtnl revision, tho measure was not matured till after 
the close of the lear. 
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CRIMINAL JUSTICE. 

* 5. The total nupber of cases dcci^e^in the year was IS^SSO, of 
wliich%bout one half were decided by Aniildara, viz.> C,S21. There ere 
. 63 of these officials in the province. Some are much moio buixloned 
with work than others, but in llic Nagar DivisTon it is rarely heavy, 
and the average number of cases is ouly 82 during the year to each 
Amddar. It is to I>e noted, however, that Ute rcisbkars arc also talook 
officials. The Judicud Commissioner calls attention to the fiict, that 
t}ie more difficult cases arc tried by iLo higher courts. 

6. It is sat^fivctoiy to obsi^rvo that trials have been more speedily 
conducted thaR formerly, the average duration creases having been less 
than ten days. In Asbiagram tlicro were cxceptioual reasons fo3* delay, 
owing to the 8Q^erJntendcnfs tiuie liaviug been nutch occupied with 
the late Muhaiajas affairs. An improvcnicut is apparent in the gi’ca-* 
ter care taken in the procuring of evidence. 

7. TliO convictions under murder and culpable homicide have 
fallen from 51 to 31, shewing a cousiderable decrease. The Judicial 
Counnissioner attributes the increase of convictions undj^r ^^liurt, ^ to 
improved detection and reporting of the BangoIoro^Policc. Tlic I'cmaiks 
made at the close of para 19 do not altogether conTsjxuid with iny own 
observations; for complaints by i)ctilion against varuuis talook officials 
have been numerous, though it is iiossiblc that few of Uicse come to a 
hood, and that conviction is difficult to cnsui*c; offences a gainst property, 
as distinct from those against the pei'son, shew a diminution. House 
breaking in the Nugar Division ap]>cai*s, according to local opinion, to be 
partly attributable to the gixiigs of coolies working in coffee gardens, 
and to tlm large bodies of Koixhars and Konnars, wbo cany away tbe 
bctchout in the cold season; but it is difficult to understand why this 
class of offences should have increasrtl. 

8. Out of 35,762 persons dealt with, 12,829 were acquitted, and 
11,039 convicicd; whereas iulbCTout of 39,910, 11,113 were acquitted, 
and 12,542 convicted. It is to be hoped that one of the reasons as¬ 
signed for .tlie increase of acnui/tols is correct, namely, that evidence 
h mot's carefully sifted in triala The inefficiency of tbe FoUce is what 
may be expected in a body of men who have mixed duties to perform, 
and it appears to me somewhat doubtful, whether^l without having 
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European officers in each district, to wliicli at present there are sup* 
poBCtl to be political ohjecUoiis, it is ^ccptiblc any radical impro^* 
meut European supervision 1 \oi*k upon as quite iudisitousiiblc tcFsCrCure 
a moderately good native Police, in the same way Umt native soldiers . 
without European officers ore rarely in a high state of efficiency. 

0. The Nogar Division is, it is stated, peculiarly exposed to iqroad| 
of predatory parties both from the surrounding districts of Her M^jes* 
ty's territoiyaud from the Nisam s Icnitoiy. Tliisis no doubt true, hut it 
appears to me tlmt Ibero is anotjicr cause for the number of persons uud^ 
tiuil for cLicoitics in that portiop of Mysore. Durin^Iio cold wcatlier 
^0 countiy' is trovciT&l by numerous IxHlics of men who, as above 
stated, cany away bctol'imt, mid cimdane nn hoqpst calling with 
marauding tenduncios. Hundreds of IhrHujKopIcaroto bo soon iu all the 
hill talooks, and the cirouuistance of their being to all outwaid ap« 
pcarauces traders, wuiki^s an effective cuutrol over them well uighim- 
possildo. The only jundJcoI remedy seems to be tlio construction of a 
strong and well pitid Police colht)Osed of the people of Uio country, who 
alouecon witl^taiid the feverish cliuiato ; and Euroi>can supcriutendenco 
appears necessary. grouuds assigned by Captain 11 ay for the nume* 
rous aoxuittals, as.quoted by the Judicial Commissioner, ore doubtless 
correct. 

10. It is satisfactory to observe that a more careful admiuislm- 
tion of justice has consideiably modified the sevciity of x>uni8hmcnta 

11. dt is also a good sign that appeals to tlio highest 
namely, that of the Judicial Coiumissioncr, have dijTiinishcd iu number; 
but it would Appeal* that those to Magistrates and Sessions Judges have 
increased, owing to tlie gre;iter facilities for appeal now avuUablc. The 
duration of apiicals has fallen from 27 to 19 i daya 

12. Miscellaneous criminal proceedings wefc less in number than 
in the previous year, hut tbo Judidal Commissioner is of opinion that 
much business is still token up which ought not to appear on the files, 
if greater regularity of procedure were ftilbrced. The attention of all the 
Superintendents should be drawn to the causes of this defect, which is 
apparontly owing to an eironeous view of jurisdiction and irregularity in 
procedure, and tJ constantly referring casw for orders mmecBssorily. 
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13* The number of Enropc^n BritiBh subjectB brought to trial in 
the year was 122, wliile ia 13'Jt tl^cre wore only 65. Almost the whole 
of flieso individuals, tbatis^ 117, were brought before the Cantonment 
Magistfatc. The European population of Bangalore ia steadily and 
•largely increasing. 

14. I concur with the Judicial Commissioner that the circum¬ 
stances of the pro^'ince do not at present warrant the introduction of 
trial'by jury.

15. It is* observed that out of 14,702 suits filed in the year, 6,C37^ 
were in the coui't of Small Causes, and 6,774 in Aiuihhirs’ courts. 
The former figures evidenco- the popularity out! utility of iUo court, 
which has ftdiy realized my cxjioctatious regarding it. The average 
numW of cases preferred in the courts of tho Amihlars of iho 83 
ialooks is \ cases, or about C] a mouth, which, cousidcring that tho 
mass of civil work arises in loigc towns, L^ods to tho inference that, ci- 
cept in a few talooks, tho business is comparaUvoly light. 

10. There is a latge increase of suits on unwritten promises, tho 
number being 1,500 as compared with 9GC in 1607.* On written pr<M 
miscB there is an increase of 370, for money duo on account stated, un 
increase of 216, and for money doe for goods sold and delivered, an 
increase of 168. But tlicreis a falling off under “breaches of contract^ 
of 378, and under claims for money, paid or received, of 122. Tho 
inci'easo in the number of suits regarding immovable projKrty is a 
good sign. 

17. Tho Judicial Commissioner at^pcais to be correct in asserting 
that tho Stunp Act has chocked the institution of huge suits, owing to 
tho existing heavy duties, a result which is to be regretted. There 
were only 18 suits institute for sums exceeding 5,000, and out of the 
total number filed, 14,702, no less than 12,099 were for sums under 
Bs. 100, which indicates that the people are not as a rule wealthy. 
At Bangalore and Mysore, thire are stbstantial merchants, and in a 
few other largo towns the trading classes are well off, but gouerally 
people are poor.

Theayerago dumtion of coses was 4 1 *05 against 30*43 days in 18G7, 
and it is to l>e inferred from phra 44 that stmio old c«%scs were jicndlfig 
at iho ond otiLo year, while the onx^ai's wero heavier than on 31st 
December 18G7. • 

19. Appeals have diminished, it is ohserrod, but not uniycrsally, 
as in some courts there has been an iticrease. Wliilo this diminution 
is a satisfactory sign of more careful judgments^ the number of i*oinands 
in tho AsLtagium Division is to be regretted. The duration of appeals 
has fallen on the average to 30*78, while it was 44 in 1867.

20h Applications for escention of decrees increased from 8,190 to 
8,080, of which 704 were pending at the dose of tlio year, wliich seems 
a large number. 

21. Miscellaneous proceedings ina’oased from 1,78,273 to 
1,83,383, bat only CIO were pending in all tUfcogi ts at the end of 18C6, 
which appears satisfactory. 

POLICE. 

22. Is the year 1862—63, when a general reviBion of establisb- 
menU took place throughout the province, the pay of tb? kandachor 
Police was raisefl, 1 to 2 Be. additional bmg given to each/aon, reduc* 
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tions being at the same time made in their numbers. It would appeoTi 
ho>(:evcr, from the Judicial Commissioner’s report, thata further increase 
is dccjupd uecc'ssiuy. In the case of the UaAgjilore District, to which 
, a Euroi)oan Suiwrintendcnt is attached, this has been done, and a 
thoioitgh revision of its Police was made during 18G8 by Captain Goin- 
pertz, with satisfactory results so hir as its efficiency is concerned, in 
t^o B/mgiilore stiitioiu In panis 8 and 9 above 1 have en pressed an 
opinifin us to the pniciicidhlity of re-organiziug the Police of the pro¬ 
vince, which is avowedly d;*foctivo in its comiK>sition ; but it must be 
bdmo in mind that, h<'sidcs the apparent necessity of Euitipenn super- 
visioiiv the udditutliul e\])cusc would bo ycry heavy, inasmuch as, owing 
to the hilly mid difficult natui'o of a great pmi^ of the country, it is 
very doubtful whether any considcruble reduction in the number of 
the existing Police can be safely effected. The revised Police of the 
Bangalo]*e District will, at tlie end of the year prescribed by tlic Su« 
pi'cmc Govommeut, uiTord data for determining whether tlie sjstcm 
should be extended to all the otlicr districts under Kuiopoan oflicers, 
oi^liethcr native Supenutendents efPdlice caube safely apjiointod, 
regarding which I cutertaiu giavc doubts. From para 9 of the reiJOitj it 
would ap|)oar that the number of an^ls without ^uirant is still uenc^ 
ccssarily largo. 


PRISONS. 

23. The elate of the jails in the proTincc may bo regarded as 
much improved since 18C7, and as most of these improvements emana¬ 
ted from the Central Jail at Bangalore, which has for two years boon 
under suirorior management, the inference is that a prison of tlrut de¬ 
scription, under the supervision of medical officers of talent, and fertility 
of resource, eiercisea a bcuoiicial ofiect upon all the orinor jails. The 
Baiigaloro Ccirtral Jail has been a great snccess, and I have read with 
much interest the excellent report submitted by Dr. Heard, the Superin¬ 
tendent The introductiou of cooking stoves, of a large lavatory, and 
of earth closets attached to, but outside, the sleeping wards, were great 
improvements. The labor of the prisoners was well regulated, discipline 
being more strictly exacted, and while a great number of manufactures 
has been introduced, the financial result shews a cowderablo dimi- 
nutiw of the average cost of ^be prisoners, the charge; per bead being 
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71^11^11, against 82—U—3 in 1867. The healili of tho prisoners 
was good, ilie daily aTerago of sick bsing only 26^ against 4G in 1867, 
and the secret of this amcAoratioii seems to be in tbe new soilwof diet 
introduced in 1867 by Dr. {lendcrson, whidi was more generous and. 
diversified than that formerly in use. ITie death rate was only 8*G23» 
wbicb, for a jail containing 1^000 prisoneis, is very low. 

21. A new jail was completed at KoUir, and opened at tbo^^od df 
the yean It is reported to be on the whole well adapted to the purpose 
of a prison^ but it will need some additions. The Toouikoor Jail is not 
referred to by the Judicial Coitnnissioner. Some addy.ions and improvo- 
inents were made to Ike Mysore' Jail, ^ut the original stificlure is faulty, 
and oltliongb tho health of tho prisoners is belter since Ibo Central 
Jail scale of diet has been iiitix>Jucof], ilio defect menttoned is a mdical 
one. Dr. llenton's I'eport regarding it, ifrcco]voJ,ba8 noL 1)een submitted. 
Tlie ilassan Jail is not mentioued. Tlic new Shimoga Jail is commo* 
die us and well si>okon of, and I bavo no doubt that under T)r. 
Macrae’s superiutendonce UiO health of the prisoneiw in it will gi'c^y 
improve. Hiose at Cbikkatnngaluru and Chitu1dit)og arc not irjiorlcd 
on by tbe Jmticial Commissioner, but I gather from tbc rei)ort of the 
Assistant in charge, Viui considerable altcntion lias In'Cd paid to tbe 
superinteudence df'tbe latter. Tho exix^ritnciit of placing tho larger 
jails under the coutrul of medical oHicers has been most successful, 
both as a'gords the improved batltli of the prisoners, tlie better du«c* 
tion given totlicir labor, and the dimiiiishcd severity of piinisimjonte 
jofiicted for breaclics of jail disci|dine. Dr. Heard’s 1*011011 on tlie 
Central Jail affords conclusive proof of this. Among profitable modes 
of employing the convicts, printing work promises to be successful, ond 
as the Govemmont Piess is overburdcood with work, owing to the 
numerous reports and statistics now requh'cd, a sensible relief will be 
given by the aid rendered by the Jail Press, as soon as a better sapeiv 
vising agency is secured The education of'the prisoneiB has received 
attention. 

25. Efforts have been mode daring the year4o reduce the jail 
expenditure, which averaged 72—12—1 per head in all the jails of tbe 
province. The chargee for diet have decreased owing to the fall in 
prices, but less ^ than might have been expected owing to a more nu- 
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triHond Bcole having been mtroSaced. Other charges have diminiehed 
coflsiderably. 

26. Tlie talook lock^upe are prctfy good whererer now catcher* 
*neB have been built, that is, in about half Ihe talooks of the province; 

but the accommDelation in the older buildings is generally indifferent, 
^nd in some coses decidedly bad. 

GENERAL REMARKS. 

27. The conclusion to bo drown, from the report of the Judicial 
Commissioner, and the Divisional and District*reports which accom¬ 
pany it, is that considorablo progress has been made, both under 
criminal and civil justice, and that the condition of the jails in the 
province continues to receive mom minute and attentive consideration^ 
which has been productive of the best results. Tbo defect ot the Judi¬ 
cial ml ministration is no doubt tbo Police, which will, 1 trust, bo 
r^rganised within an eoily period e 

28. Greater regularity of procedure, greater attrition to the 
value of evidence, and greater punctunlity and despatch iii deciding 
judicial busiuess, bare certainly charnctevb^ed tbeycar, and for these 
substantial impiovements the admiiiislruticn is indebted to tbo careful 
and experienced suiiorvision exercised by Mr. Kindorslcy, tho officiating 
Judicial Couiuiissloncr, to whom the tbuTiks of Government are due. 
lu^his ro|H)rt ho Las mentioned the names of tbo Divisional and Dis¬ 
trict dfficcL's whose services ho thiuka it desirablo to bring specially to 
notice.

REPORT ON THE 

JUDICIAL ADMINISTRATION OF MYSDRR 

FOR 1868. 

JUDICIAL 

The yeoi* 18C8 has boon marked b; a diminution of almost every 
sort of crime, hj a large proportion of acquittals, hj less severity of 
punishment than before, and by the first mterial improvement of the 
Bangalore Police. There has been an iucreaso in the number of dvil 
suits^ but a decrease in theS^alue under litigationi while there baa been 
a larger proportion of judgments for the plaintiffs, shewing that the 
suits brought have generally been well founded. 

2. The {ftison population has decreased. There has been serious 

mortality in the jails at M 3 rsore^ and at Shi« 
moga; while the Central Jail at Bangalore has 
been remarkably healthy. The cost of the 
jails has been ^^If a lac of rupees less than lost jeai*. 

8. The rt^ults of the year, so ior as they are satisfactory, are due 

in a great measure to the abundant harvest 
PmonAl etforu. of 1868 ; and we cannot attribute the bles¬ 

sings of Providence to our own exertions. 
But the officers of the Commission have generally done well. Major 
J. li. Pearse has industriously overcome the great mass of buainess 
which arises in the Nandidroog Divisioa In the Kagar Bivisiem the, 
bosineas is lighter, and has been disposed of by Captain A. C. Hay^ with 
his usual care and discriminatiofL All his work is satisfactory. At 
Mysore, the Superintendent was, it is believed, overtasked with the 
addiUonal buriness arising on the demise of His Highness the Maha* 
ri^a of Mysore. Among the Deputy Superintendents and Assistants 
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the following officers are those wbo aeem to have been the most success¬ 
ful in t^eir work. Majbrs H. M. Eliott^ Putkle, and Bruce; Captains 
Hill, Mottet^ Cammiiig, Armstrong, Lindsay, and Benson; and Messrs. 
Krishna Rao, Syed Ameer Ahmed, Thumbu Chetif, and Mahomed All. 

4. The Court of Small Causes has maintained its reputation under 
MessnkiL. Bicketts, andS. Venkatavardiengar. In October Mr. Ricketts 
was rocceeded by Captain Benson. 

. 5. The labors of Captain Gompertz, in the Police, of Doctor 
Heard, in charge o|the Central Jail, and' of Doctor Macrae, in cbaige 
of the Shimoga JaU, are acknowledged elsewhere. > 

G. The powers of the different grades of judges, dril as well as 

criminal, ore exhibited in detail in the state- 
THbunoi*. ment Na 1, which, like the other statements 

referrod to in this report, belongs to the series 
prescribed by the Statistical Committee. 

7. The criminal power of judicial ^>fficc^s have been regulated 
by the Code of Criminal Procedure, and in some instances ‘by Act XV 
of 16G3. Local usage however has been somewhat slow to adopt the 
derignations of Session Judge, Mogistrate, and Subordinate Magistrate, 
adhering to the names of the executive offices held the some func¬ 
tionaries. 

8. It appears that in the year 1868 ten Poisbkars were invested 
with the powers of a Sub-Magistrate of the 2nd class, and three Amildars 
were empowered to commit persons to bo tried before the courts of 
session. 

9. Four Assistant Superintendents weie investod with the full 
powers of a Magistrate, while three were specially empowered to hu sr 
af^als against sentences passed by Sub-Magistrates of the second 

10. The Peishkar,*or assistant to the Amildar, has been invested 

with the powers of a Sub-Magistrate probably 
reiihltMt. . more frqftuently than may be expedient, and 

the dodsions even ^f some of the Amildars 
are not seldom a source of pain and embaiTassmeni But thei'e is reason 
to hope that the spread of education will gradually im^ve this class 
Of Magistrate. • 
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11. The dvil jnrisdictioB of tbefoorts of varioos grades has been 
the subject of seriom consideration^ *8nd the proprietj of making 
alteration therein has beefi the snbject of inrestigation and ^nres* 
pondence. But no change was made until after the expiry of the yeor^ 
under renew. • 


CRIMINAL JUSTICE. 


12 The statistics of crinike for the year ISCSare on the whole 
satisfactory, shewing a considccable decrease in the number of offences 
committed ; a result which the Superintendent of Ifandidroog rightly 
attributes mainly to the abundant horrest of 1668, and to the conse. 
quont fall of the price of food. Complaints of petty offences ore report* 
ed to have been in some measure checked by the stamp of one rupee 
required by the new Act in- cases in which the Police may not arrest 
without warrant It is also beyond question that the exertions of local 
oIBcers, and the greater care and attention given to the administration 
of justice throughout the pr^inco, have tended to the diminution of 
crime. • 

13. The gr^tor number of cases has of course been disposed of 
by the Sub-Magistrates. The proportion in which cases have been dis¬ 
posed of by the various classes of tribunals is as follows, but it 
should be borne in mind that the cases dealt with by the superior courts 
are by far the most difficult and troublesome.

15. Before all the criminal courts ii the proyince there were re- 

maining for trial at the* end of the year 140 
DutAtioB. persons, as compai'cd with 68 remaining at 

tho end of 18C7. But on the whole the trials 


hare been more speedy than before the average number of days during 
which each cose was pending being reduced to ntther loss than ten days. 
* The dates of the oldest cases ponding at the close of the year were the 
26th of October 1868, in tho Nandidre^ Division, and the 2Dd of 
November in that of Ashtagram. 


16. The greatest delay reported was before |he sessions court of 
Ashtagram, where tho average number of days for each cxise was 54. 
It is much to be regretted that the rovenuo and miscellaneous duties 
of Sui)crmtend6nts Lave hitherto prevented them from holding ses¬ 
sions at Czed periods. 

17. It is a sign of greater care in tho investigation of criminal 

cases generally that the number ol witnesses 
WitMttea. examined has not diminishod in tho same 

proportion as the number of defendants dealt 
with. 


Of the three session courts, the largest proportion of witnesses to 
defendants has been euinined in the Nagar Division before Captmn 
A. C. Bay, a veiy pains-takiug Jtndge. The smallest proportion of wit¬ 
nesses has been before the sessieps court of Ashtagram. 

Tho Deputy Superintendent and MIgistrate of Toomkoof has dealt 
with 302 defendants, with only {33 witnesses.

19. The increase in the conrictions of hart of different kinds has 
been chiefly in theNaiididroogDiriBion,*andinay, in some degree, bo due 
to the improved detection and reporting of the Police of Bangalore. 
The convictions of hurt in tiie Kandidroog Division, as comparfld witL ' 
the other Divisions In 18C7, were abnormally few r and it is probably 
owing to greater care in preparing charges that we have now an appa¬ 
rent increase of hurt, with alaige deo'case of assault and criminal force. 
Indeed there are several indicatioiifi that, in comparing the results of 
different years, much reliance cannot yetle placed on the details of 
clasrifloatioD, although the general results are prob^ly correct It is 
sifoificant of the degree in which minor offences are reported in Mysore * 
when per^QS in authority are conoefhed, that in the two. years 1667 and 
1868 there has been no convietiem of wrongfol restraint to ezt^ pro¬ 
perty or confe^on, nor of wrongful compulsion to Isbv, and indeed 
very few of such charges are ever broo^t to trial

BO that while the number of cases of crime was i*cduced by 440, there 
were 289 more pei'sons |o feO tried Tills is accounted for by the fact 
of several largo gangs of Lamh&nis fi'om tbo Nizamis tenitoiy, aud 
fxt>m tbo Bcllary District, halving committed dacoii^ at Ainur, 
Kaservalli and oth6r places in t|xdr Nag^ Division. These occasional 
incursions to which the Nagar IMvision from tho length of its iionrier, 
abutting on somo of the most unsettled i)art8 of the countiy, is peculiar¬ 
ly exposed, will not be prevented until tho reputation* of our Police

of the adjacent territories as may be less carefully protected. The 
neighbourhood in which tho territories of two presidencieBi and two 
native states meet neai'Ij ft one pointj will alteays be favorablo to 
thieves. The recent apprehension and conviction of many members 
of these predatory gangs in the Nagar Division will doubtless check* 
the incursions of such gangs for the present; but a re^oi^anization of 
the Police will bo the only means of permanently protecting that part 
of tlie country. In the Nogai* Division again tho ratio of convictions 
lias been more than 50 per cent of the pemns dealt with, which 
appears to bo in excess of th<^ proportion convicted last year ; so that 
tho large proportion of acquittals an<h discharges observable in 18G8 
has been condnecl to the Divisions of Ashtagram and Nandidroog* 
It will further bo observed fiom statement No. 3 thr^t in tlio Nandi* 
droog Division the convictions have been proportionally least ii^quent 
before the Sub-Magistrates. 

27. The Superintendent of Nagar I'omarks tliat the palpable * 
defect is the great number of ^persons brought to trial on insufficient 
grounds, due in some measure to the inefficiency of the Police, and to 
the idea universally entertained that if any person declares that he 
has a suspicion a^nst another of being concerned in any alleged 
offence, tho fact is sufficient to warrant bringing ilio accused to t^, 
even if it Las not been ascertained that any ofTcnco was committed.’* 

28. On the oUier hand it must bo adnutted that the Sub- 
MogisUates occasionally discharge persons who might fairly be con¬ 
victed ; pailly because in some instances it is the safer course, and 
lees troubloBome ; and partly because natives are averse to Tonvict, 
unless a fivet is certified by more than one witness, a native rule of 
evidence which I Lave constantly seen illnstrated when esamiuing the 
records in the talook cutcherrics of the cases disposed of by Sub- 
Magistrates.** These observations of the Smierintendcnt of Nagar apply 
with even greater force to the Divisions of AsHtagram and Nandidroog. 

29. As fewer persons have been convicted in 1868 than in 1867 

(except ill the Nagar Division), so have the 
rnniihminu, punishments been fewer. It may also be 

noticed that the periods of imprisonment have 
been shorter. * Thus in 1868 the number of persons sentenced to im* 
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pzisonneiit for more than two jears was 105, and in p^viotiB year 
it# was 238. So the ^number of* persons transported has diminished 
froin«&0 to 13| and the number flogged from 641 in 1867 to 203 in 
1866; while the capital sentences have been reduced from 17 to 7. 
It is thought that criiae will bo more effectnall; suppressed hj a 
careful administration of justice than by groat sercrity of puuisbmcuh

40. It appears from this atotement that claims founded upon oral 
promises have increased in a greater ratio than those secured bj a 
writing. But probably tins may be due to more accurate classificatioD, 
as the statement shews a great diminution of suits upon contracts 
which are not classified. The largo increase in the number of suits 
relating to immovable property seems to indicate the increased value 
of such property. 

41. The aggregate value of the suits instituted in 18C8 was rupees 

17,48,349—10—2 being less than the value of 
VtJao of StuU isftitotod. thoso instituted in 1867 by rupees 3,10,390— 

3—11. This however is partly due to the 
entry more than once in the returns of 186*^ of a vezy large suit at 
Mysore. Still it is very clear that the effect of th% new Stamp Act has 
been to check flie institution of Urge clmms. Such suits are now 
available only by two classes of plaintiffs; the rich who can well afford 
the stamp duty, and the poor, who can* sue in form& pauperis.

PRISONS IN MYSORE 

rOR 1868 . 

Tho admimstration of ^fae prisons in Mysore during tbe year 
1668 lias exhibited considerable progi'oss in several Aspects. 

1. A district jail capable of containing about 200 prisoners was 

opened at Kolili* in the month of November^ 
Koiif. and was immediately occupied by a gang of 

short term prisoners sent from the Control Jai I, 
and by the few local prisoners. It is a very commodious building, 
consisting of four loige bairacks radiating from a common centre^ 
which is occupied by a guara*room, a separate ward for womon, a 
hospital, jailor's office and other rooms, a priyy, Sec. Its detects seem 
to be its expensiTe stylei its repeated lines of palisading, and the 
want of priyies adjoining tho barracks. For a prisoner to go to the priyy 
at night he must hail the guard, who must unlock, not only the 
barrack, but tho gates of two rows of polisadea Immediately oiler the 
occupation of the jail, one of tho prisoners in irons shewed his contempt 
for tho palisades by climbing oyer them, and so escaping; but altera^ 
tioDs hare been made, which will make this more difficult ior the 
future. Koldr is so near Bangalore that long sentence men con always 
be sent from thence to the Central Jail And for short sentence men 
a leas e 2 q>ensiye building would perhaps bare sufficed. But it will be 
yery useful as a prison for the short sentence men of the Central Jail, 
the population of which occasionally oyerflows* > .The prisoners at KoUr 
have been employed in lefelling the rampart about the jail^ and thor 
services are much appreciated. ^ 

2. A much larger jail in course of building at Bhimoga was 

sufficiently adyanced to be partially oocupi^ 
ghiBogt. ed within the year, to the relief of the prison- 

ers, who were oyercrowded in temporary 
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buildings. The mortalii; among those prifloners is in some degree &t- 
tinted by Doctor MacraOj tbb able and zealous Superintendent of 
the jgil, to the overcrowding, and to the r£n running through the roof 
of the old buildings^ whidi mode the floors damp. All that is now re- 
medied by occupation of tiie new jail; Ad the adoption of the 

diet in use at the Central Jail, has brought 
^ Up^. prisoners into good health. At Mysore 

an enclosure was added to the jail, and work¬ 
shops were established witlun it. Here os at Shimoga the Civil Surgeon 
has been placed in chaigo of the jail, with the greatest advantage to 
tho prisoners. Kut Doctor Renton assumed charge of the jail at 
Mysore only in October, while Doctor hlocrae assumed duugo at 
Sbimoga in April 

8. Doctor Heard, who has been in charge of the Central Jail for 

tho last 9 months of the year, has effected 
CeotniJaii. scvcrol improvements, and has done much 

to consolidate that which hod been begun by 
Doctor Henderson, acting under tho direction of Mr. C. B. Saunders. 
Doctor Heard's report on the Central Jail is submitted as an appendix. 

4. The returns for 1868 aro satisfactory asehowing a diminu¬ 
tion in tho number of prisoners as compared 
OenonJ with tho previous year *, a reduction of cost, 

with on increased return fi'om manufactures; 
an improvement of discipline with less frequent flogging. And, while 
^th^jportality at Mysore and Sbimoga has been liigh, it has been ex¬ 
tremely low at the Central Jail, where only 9 prisoners died, with a daily 
average strength of 1,043, a result which must be regarded as very 
creditable to Doctor Heard's care and professional skill The same 
oflker has taken an interest in the education of the prisoners, and 
has placed about 600 under instmetion. He remarks upon their apti¬ 


tude for learning.

10. The subordinate ranks of tho medical service apiicar to bo 
more ready than Surgeons to admit prisoners iuto hospital. And the 
facility with which prisoners have been admitted iuto Lospilul at certain 
jails is very remarkable as exhibited by tho following table.

A good deal has been donoan all the laiger jails towards the ex¬ 
tension of manufacture^ and tbo incredse of profits 4ouId have been 
larger if tho number of prisoners had not been smaller than in 1867. 
In the Central Jail, tent-making and gardening have d)cen found the 
most productive kinds of labor, except printing, which was introduced 
at tho end of the year, and which is tho most remunerative of all, At 
Mysore tlio manufacturo of cloths and carpets has been extended 
tl)i*ough the exertions of Mr. Cross, the Jailor, and workshops have been 
built and enclosed, whilo at Toomkoor on old building called the kdr- 
khona has been occuped for manufacturing purposes. At Bbimoga the 
transfer of the prisoners to the new jail seems to have hindered the 
progress of manufactures. 

14. Tlic average cash earning of each prisoner liable to labor 

was Rs. 8—9—10 against Rs. 7—0—3 of the previous year ; and the 
average for each prisoner aetually employed on manufactures, &c., was 
Rs. 32-11-11 against Fs.

16. The expoDco of establishments and guarding ie of course 
greater in proportion to the smaller number of prisonci^s. llio saving 
has been chieHy in tho reduced cost of diet, and in manufactures. 
But the total charge fdr guarding has positively deci'cascd from 
Ba. 61,730—3—11 tp 57,810—7—7, and that for establish men ts from 
Bs, 21,886—14—1 to 19,880—4—1 ; and the full effect of the 
reductions which were made in 18C6, will not bo apparent until wo 
come to take the accorint of 1809. 

17. No real reduction in diet can iTasonably bo looked for, eicept 
in tho price of provisions. Tho experience of several years the 
jmls of Mysore and Madras has fully piovcd that native prisoners in 
this part of India sicken and die in great numbers, if not generously 
fed. A.U that can be done to reduce the cost of diet, when once a 
qatable scale has been arrived at, is to purchase good grain at the 
cheapest season and store it, or to have recourse to the contract system. 
That system, however, can bo adopted with advantage only at hu ge sUu 
tions where merchants are sufficiently numerous, and independent to 
compete with each other. Measures of this kind have already been 
directed 

18. Of the number of prisoner remmnlng at the dose of the 

. year, exclusive of “ under trial ” ” civil pri* 
sonars,’* and revenue prisoners/' there were 
1948 males and 64 females, (against 2163 
and 90 respectively in 1867,) making a total of 2032.

REPORT 


ON THf 

POLICE OF MYSORE 

rOE 1868. 

In tbe year under rerioiAhcre was no rogular o^anized Polico in 
Mysore, except in the CantoDment and Town of Bangalore, in which 
the Police was nvorgonized iitun the Ist of May 1868. An officer was 
appointed as Superintendent ofPolice at Bangalore ih 18G6; but the 
insufficiency of die pay of the old PolicOi and the consequent demorali¬ 
zation of the men^ prerented any further improrement than might ho 
enforced by the person d exertions of tho Superintendent and his 
Inspectors. But on tho 29t|| of February 18C8, Ilis ExecUciicy the 
OoYcroor General in Council was pleased to sanction an establishment, 
which placed the Police of Bangalore on a moro satisfactory fooling at 
an additional annual cost of Rs. 7,560. Tho details of tho re-organi¬ 
zation are shewn in the accompanying schedule. 

2. On tho 1st of May 1868, Captain Gompertz, the coeigetic 
Superintendent of Police, commenced tho re-organization of tho Police 
of Bangalore on a footing nearly similar to that of the Madras 
Mofussil Police. In his anxiety to keep down expense^ 

Gompertz perhaps allowed too few meU| the reserve being merely 
nominal. The salaries of the Superintendent and of the Inspectors 
have also been tixed lower thmi the size and importance of Bangalore 
would justify. By this re-organization the pay of tho men was very 
much improved; pinspects of promc^ion we^^eld out to them, and 
clothing was provided. At the same time thor^as some reduction in 
tho number of men employed in the petta. Formerly a man who was 
reprimanded would unhesitatingly Resign. But on*the rc-organization 
the service became popular, and thciw is now no difficnlty in recruiting 
Captain Gompertz, who had served for some years in tho Madras Police, 
appeal's to have shewn much talent and judgment in planning and 
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out the re-orgamzation. It is easy to ho wise after the eycnt, 
apd to discoTer now what might have been better done ; but on the 
whole the reorganization of the Police haf been a bucccss, well planned 
and well executed It .has been accompanied by a considerable dim¬ 
inution of crime, especially of theft * 

3. The Superintendent of Nandi droog I'eports that ^^the revised 
. Bangalore Police force has most undoubtedly done its work vezy effici- 

^‘ently for the last 8 months of 18 (j 8. At my request the Superintend- 
^^ont of Police has sent me in a daily crime repoii, sliewiug 
" apprehensions, ftc., and I can therefore with confidenco say that much 
good work and (lose superrisiob has been dono.by the new foica"' 

4 

4. Tlie Police of Uie Bangalore District was not re-organized until 

the present** year 18G9. The state of the 
District Poiic*, Police iu the other districts is still veiy 

unsatisfactory, especially in tbo Ashtogram 
Division, and in the hilly and jungly parts of the country. In the 
malnaad talooks of Ifassan and Kodosr, thore has been difBcnlty in 
recruiting, and many vacancies could not bo filled up, owing to the 
insufficiency of the pay compared with the rates prevailing on the coffee 
plantations. Those evils have now been palliated by arrangeineuts by 
which the rates of pay in tho malnad talooks have been raised, while 
the numbers were reduced. But the cure is to bo found only in a well 
considered re-organization of the whole force. 

5. The insufficiency of pay is complained of in every district. 

village Police are generally remunerated by land, which they hold 

rent-free. But it is rcixnrtcd that in the malnaad talooks of Shimoga 
District they receive no remuneration. Captain Gordon Gumming 
reports that the Police in the Shimoga District arc often employed ou 
revenue and other duties. Captain Gumming however, appears to be 
of opinion that the ^’^^nt systxan is better suited to the state of the 
country tlian the Uadros system. The defects of the hfadras system, 
which is one of the best in India, have now been pretty well ascertained; 
and may in some l^espects be avoklod by Aodifleations in its extension. 
On the other hand, it may be doubted whether slipshod in any depart¬ 
ment is suited to the wants of the country, though it may be in 
harmony with the character of the people.

Tlie annual tc\)OTt on tlio operations of tlio Tlcgistmtioo l5ej!rtirt- 
mentforthe calen^* jeavlSGS, has been subroitlcd bjtbo Acting 
Kegistrar General Mr. H. llwlson, who aseumetl charge of the office 4n 
October of that ;oav. , « 

The returns as compared with tliosc of pi'cvious ycat's shew some 

falling off in the amoimt of' work i)erfonncd 
DwUooof llsgUtraUun Work, bj tho registration oiRccs. Tlio declino is 

ftttributCil to tlio cxceptioual condition of the 
year 1867^ when there w«a8 some return of prospenty after the distress 
arising from the famine of 18GC. The real cause is, however^ to be found 
more probably in the conseqabuces of famine ojid necessity wlitch led 
in 1667 to mucli tinusfer of property. I1ic death of the lute Mabahija 
appears also to have affected transactions in Mysore. 

As rogai’ds docnnicnts siiltjcct to compulsmy registration, a net 

increaso in shewn of about C per cent over 
Coxnputioiy Rogistrntioii. * the pi*cvjous year, while in 18C7, the increase 

amounted to 42 per cent over tlio year pre* 
ceding it The increase is laigest in the Toomkoor and Koldr Districts; 
while in the Chituldix>og and Shimoga Districts whoi'C the scarcity was 
most felt^ there was a considemble decrease. 

In voluntary registration the returns shew a decrease of about 

11 per cent^ as compared with 1867. The 
Optlooftl n«giffcniioQ. falling off occurred in the Cliituldroog, 

Shimoga, and Mysore Districts. 

An opinion is expressed that the decrease in this class of regist^'ed 
documeats is due to the growing acq%mntancc of tho people with the dis- 
tinction between optional and compulsory' ivgi strut ion, assuming that at 
first when the requirements of the Act weie impeifectly understood, 
numerous documents were registered in ignorance, and that on the otiier 
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hft&d people are rot yet lofficiently alive to tlio benefits which regifitra- 
tpn confers in the case of doctuneots of the optional class. The Acting 
B^trar General considers that, as on additional reason for the decline 
the uniform fee of one rupee levied on doemnents of all values op to 
Ea.

L BUILDINGS AND ACCOMMODATION.

No new buildings have been erected 
during Mie past year. 


Fire new cooking stoves have been built A conaiderable saving 

in the item of firewood to the extent of 
Mioor w^DTkg.

and the food of the prisoners U much better 
cooked than heretofore. 

The stoves are of simple cons^ction, somewhat resemUing 
rode kitchen ranges, aud cost rupees 65 each. 

The debtors' prison has been floored with tiles manu&ctused in 
ther jail, os the chunam originally laid doam was of bad Quality and 
constantly required repair. 
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TLe solitary cells haye been re-roofed aud made water-tight 

The garden wall' has been complete^ and coped with brick and 
chunam to the exiont of 719 jarda

The lavatoiy has been completed. This *was an eitensive and • 
yeiy neccssaiy work. K stone shed 150} feet in lengtbj by 15} 
foot in breadth, was floored w*ilh asphalt and 7 troughs 15 by 2 feet, 
eacli composed of 4 slabs of grunito erected in it These ti'oughs com¬ 
municate by a system of pii^cs made out of old gun barrels, and are 
tfushod from a well sunk at the upper oritremity of the shod Tlio foul 
water is conveyed to tho garden i>y a stone dmin. Before tlic morning 
mealj the whole of the prisoners ore marched in gongs to the lavatory, 
and mode to was^i their hands, aims, und logs, and the same i)er form once 
is gone through after the days work Is over, beforet hey arc locked up 
for the night On Sundays Uioir ciiUrc bodies and their clothes are 
washed. 

Kew earth closets are in tho course of construction on the 
eiterior to all Use wards ; 3 are completed, and 2 aio already in use. 
These closets are 04 feet in lougih by 4 feet in breadth. They communi¬ 
cate with the sleeping rooms by a door which is ko])t constantly closedi 
and ore freely ventilated from without 1110101*10 a recess in tho comei* 
of the barrack room in immediate contact with tho sleepers was used 
as a latrine, an anmigemcnt upon the unsatisfactory nature of which, 
it is needless to enlarge. . 

A portion of the solitary cells has been converted into a print¬ 
ing office, where printing will be commcuccd eaidy in the ensuing year, 
and one of the corridors of the same building is employed as a tempo¬ 
rary book binding establishment.

Some farther alterations ore much required. In the first place 
it is very much to be desired that each barrack room should be isolat¬ 
ed from its neighbour.

A separate building is also much rcq[uired for short term men. 
The petta jail, in which that class of prisoners hod hitberto^been con* 
fined, has been given up to tlio Lunatic Asylum. It was found necessary 
in couscKj^uencc, to draft 100 able bodied men to Koldr, which relidvad 
the over-ciowding for a while, but tbo jail will doubtless be soon re¬ 
cruited to its former strength, by fresh admissions.

I would ix'commend that the old fort )hii bo again otcupied in liea 
of tho pcita jail It islu good repair, and con accommodate 100 men 
with ease. From enquiries mado by me, I find that 4 formerly 
exceedingly healthy though much ovor-crowded, and an excellent garden 
is attacbod, which would return at least Its. 1,000 per annum, if properly 
wotl^ed. Garden work also afibids tbo most satisfactory mode of exn<* 
ploying short-term men, tlic duratiou of whose imprisonment does not 
admit of their being taught a tnnle, and for whom it is not always easy 
to find really haul, aud at the samo time useful work. The fort jail 
is at a conveuient distance, and can bo kept without difficulty under my 
personal supervision. 

The average amount of cubic space allowed to each prisoner daring 

tho post year has been 600 feet, which in the 
AccomiuoduiioQ. Gold cliuiato of Mysoro, and with the ample 

ventilation of tho jail, has proTed sufficient « 

Tbo hospiUl accoiamodation has been sufficient 

All the buildings are in good order, but they require constant 
attention and repair, aud a considerable amount of the prisoners* labor 
is thereby rendered unproductive. In a building of such recent con¬ 
struction this may afford matter for surprise, "kut it is nevertheless

No material alteration has been made in the system of classifica¬ 
tion of criihinals since last report The 
ciuiia«aiion. womon and juvcnilo ntalos arc excluded from 

tlio society of adult males, and from each 
other. 

Short-term men were, as i)revious1y stated, kept apart in the petta 
jail until 8th November. 

The ro-committols and worst cliar^ters arc kept apart 

Tlio non-laboriDg, weakly, and infirm, are still confined in the 
European prison. 

The Catholic prisoners have been placed in a separate room. 

This is all which, with the limited space at my disposal, I have 
found myself in a position to effect, nor does the classification of 
prisoDCre solely vrith reference to the crime for which they stand con- 
^victed, appear to me free from many serious objections. 

The very worst characters in the jail, those whose reformation 
appears most hopeless, a nd whose moral sen so is most undeveloped or 
debased, are generally not the homicides, tho dacoits, or the robbers, 
but the petty thieves, tho lurking trespassers, or the receivers of 
stolen goods. To tliis*^^lass belong most of the re-committals and 
almost all the men who are being unceasingly punished and admonished 
for breach of jail rules, for quarrelling, insolence, or insubordination. 
Unless therefore the cellular system bo^c^Ud, and tho character of 
each individual be made a special study, any other classification than 
the rude one at present in forc<^ appcaiw to me hc^less; and when we 
consider the barrier which caste prejudice places, even between crimi- 
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naU confined in the Bome room, the difficnlt; becomes increased, and 
the necesBity of a refined system classification ifi ^mioiehed. On^ 
powerihl argument in fayor o^tho adoption of the cellular system is the 
prevalence of unnatural ciimes, in ccrtmn prisons, espedally those of 
lower Bengal: but from fiareful enquiries made by me, I have como to 
the conclusion that such crimes are here absolutely unknown or of 
exce<^ing1y rare occoiTeucc. The rural population, from whom 
moss of the prisoners is recruitedi arc not addicted to such practices, 
and as the barrack rooms are lighted at night, and visited periodically 
1^ the sentries and turnkeys, crimes of tbo natuia referred to, did they 
occur, would sooner or letter be brought \o notice. 

It would, however, be well if all the petty thieves and cheats were 
shut up together, there would be littlo danger of their corrupting each 
other; though even this statoment is open to objection, for many a 
previously honest man is driven to commit theft by want. 

Again I do not thiuk it would be well to confine dacoits or homi* 
cides togoUicr> the present plau^of miring Uiem will) other prisoners 
is more likely to defeat any effort at combination, and they oro doubt¬ 
less the most enterprising and energetic of the criminal classes^ though 
as far os my cspericnco goes^ by no means the most vicious ; indeed 
the highwayman or homicide is much more likely to bo contaminated 
by association with the short-term thief, limn the latter by associ¬ 
ation with him. I^or should this excito surprise. But little moral 
culpability attaches itself (especially in tho minds of the inhabitantB of 
the more recently settled disUicts, or of the wandering tribes,) to 
a'imes of violence oi’ impulsa By them (as by certain tiibes in the 
northern division of Great Britain, not many years ago^) dacoi^ was 
resorted to, as a pleasing and praiseworthy relaxation from more 
serious pursuits, and an occasional homicide was imperatively called 
for, either as a salve to wounded Lonor, or as a ^juick and ready 
method of remedying tho law*8 delay. To Lambdnies and inhabitanti 
of some of the Malnaed districts, those remarks especially apply, 
the former class at least, are amongst tile most orderly, adaptable, and 
industrious, of the prison popuJatioa They pick up useful baadicrafti 
most readily, and are in very many cases likely to turn them to advao** 
tage to themselves and to the community, upon their teleaio.

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It is much to be I'egrattcil that the space at my disposal does not 
permit me to 6Ct a^ido a special building for men upon the bad conduct 
l}^t (that is to say, meu guilty of habitual breaches of jail discipline 
or persistent idlcuesK\ Thci'e can bo no doubt that a few sudi men 
will, to a certain extent, leaven a large body of well disposed prisoners, 
yet I am unable lor want of si»aco to keep them wholly apart, as well 
in^oir working as in. their sleeping hooin. 


I In the conduct <»r tlic priaoners there has been a decided improYO 

ment as tbp accompanying tables will shew. 

C»adurt of tiiQ Tlto uumbcr of punishments has been but 22S 

or 21i per cent against 823 or 271 per 
cent during (be previousycai‘, nor cau this bo attributed to a relaxation 
of discipline ; ou tho contrary, the disciplino has, if possible, been more 
strict than heretofore, and all offences have been promptly aud sum* 
marily punished. In the conduct of Iho establishment 1 have been 
happy to notico a ]n:irkcd improYcmcnt, the reason for which I shall 
explain under the head of establishment, and to their greater vigilance 
as well as the odvaucemeut in the general tone of the jail (which must 
be in sonto measure atiiibuted to the ; educational movement, which 
employs the piisoncie si>arc time and keeps them out of mischief,) I in 
a great measure aiii'ibute tlic satisfactoiy rosult. 


As heretofore, tho being found in possession of forbidden articles, 
forms Uic highest item in the list of jml offences, but this has in a 
great measure diminished, since two of the peons were convicted of 
conTcying them to the prisouers and sumuuuily dismissed.

The foregoing table ^iU Bhow the natnre nf (be ]muiRLment inflicted 
this j'ear as compared ^YiUL the prcvioits year. It \YiU be seen that I 
hare cndoaTourcd as much as [kossiblo to snlmtitufe solitary coufliicment 
for flogging. The latter is in mj opiniou a degrading and useless mode 
of punishment, and is applicable only to banlerird cnmiuals and boys; 
the greatest number of Lashes inflicted has 1)cni SO. 3 raon simalated 
madness, btit wein restored to their sonscs by solitary confinement 
aided by a little moral pressure. A Massulman fukcer also, who had 
for 4 years pei^sistcnily refused to work, tliongh frcijucntly flowed and 
punished^ I i^oduccd by similar means to see the necessity of dmng 
something for his living, and for the last 7 mouthslias been quiet, 
orderly, and indoslrloua

hj a wall which was not more than 6} feet in height, the place was in 
^foU riew of the sentries^ but doubtless aided by confederates from the 
outside, and favored by the daiknoss, bd managed to clamber oyer and 
escape. 

The 2nd escape was altegether due to the gross carelessness or 
collusion of two peons, who allowetl the man to go into the garden at 
^ ^ u. under the pretence of cutting vegetables for the morning meal. 
These men I tried and sontcnccd to 6 months imprisonment, since wliich 
the whole of the peons hare been a good deal moi*8 alert 

s 

The 3rd escape was ofTcctcd from a solitary cell, the door of wliicb 
the prisoner managed to WTench open. The insecurity of these buildings 
a nd the wretched natuio of the materials of wliicb they are composed 
has been more than onco brought to notice. 

The prisoner having got out of the ccU, crossed the post of one of 
the Barr sentries at a distance of 40 yards, but was not obserred by him, 
though the moon was shining brightly and the man was ironed. He 
then slid into a drain, climbed up a palisade ou to the outer wall, still 
at a distance of no more than 40 yards hom the sentry, who neither 
saw him nor heard the clanking of his chains, until he gained the sum* 
mit of the wall, when he caught sight of him, but slates that he imagi* 
ned him to be a monkey. After a wliile he saw i^eason to change his 
ojanion, advanced to within 25 yards, challenged, and voided his piece 
into the air. He then allowed the prisoner (though still within reach 
of his bayonet) to pursue his way and drop from the wall to the outside 
of the building. Kone of these men have as yet boon apprehended. 

There have been two excentions within the jail garden, and two 

men were handed over to the Deputy Superin* 
SxMtiou. tendent to be hanged at D4vanaha]li, the scene 

of their crime.

I have endeavoured to cany out the system of discipline introdu¬ 
ced by Dr. I^cnderson; and though some of 
iMaoipnne. the difficulties referred to by him in his last 

report still exist, especially the want of dis¬ 
tinct and separate places of confinement for different classes of pri- 
f pne rfj yet I am of opinion thit the tone of the jail has been eome- 
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what rsised, and that many men hare shewn a desire for improvement, 
and have acquired habits of ordcr^ of steodj indust^, and sell reliance^ 
The improvemcDts ejected in the establishment, (which mn8tbet])e 
starting point for all improvements in the <h8cipline of tho jiul) will 
be specially noted under separate beat^ 

That a jail can never he converted into a reformatory institution 

for tho great mass of the prisoners^ is a proposition which few wil^ ^ 

inclined to dispute. Tho confirmed thief or cboai, will on his release as 

certainly retum io his evil ways, as Uio confirmed smolccr, or opium 

eater, to tlie ilrug of which he hiih been fora season deprived The idle 

who hate work, may pediaps fivnn force*of habits (if their imimisoninent 

be of sufficient length) acquire some faint notion of the dignity of labor, 

and there will always be a minority who ore roolly ahxious to avail 

• 

themselves of the means of improvement brought wiiliin their reach^ 
to learn to road and write> and to acquire a handicraft; but tlie former 
class will be less likely after their release, at once to rush into confiict 
with the law which they have ul|eady found too strong for them (for to 
this class a jail is a real purgatory)» and the latter will certainly be 
more useful memberg of society, after the period of their imprisonment 
has passed. 

In all, in a greater or lesser degree, may he inculcated habits of 
industry and cleanliness, onler, and subordination, and though little real 
reformation can bo effected through any system fi*om which tlio religious 
element is of necessity excluded, still tho prospect of improving the 
moral condition of the prisoners is not altogether without hope. It ap- ^ 
pears to me, however, sufficiently clear, that the first duty of a jail Su» 
perintendent is to see that the sentence of the law is duly carried out, 
that the man condemned to hard labor is really hard worked, and that 
while every attention is paid to his health, and within certain limits to 
his comfort, it may not be possible for him to lOok^ bock upon his im« 
prisonment as other than a season of punishment and toil 

And here I would remark that the present 8<^e of rewords and* 
punishments, by which agencies alone the discipline of a jail can be 
maintained, are wholly ioadcqiiaio for the end which they are intended 
to accomplish. The rewards for good conduct consist iu' removal of 
fetters, promotion to the rank of warder and work-overseer, permisdoo 
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to receivo the Tiaits of lelAtions, badge for industry and good conducti 
^and the chauco of being recommended for a remisBion of sentence. Of 
these rewards^ 'the last mentioned ihould naturally exercise the 
most powerful influence; but the system under which lemisuons are 
at present granted, is open to so much objection, that as a stimulus to 
good conduct (except in the case of prisoners whose sentence has nearly 
expired) it is practically of no effect The well behaved prisoner is too 
dependent upon the caprice of the Superintendent for the time being 
and of bis subordinates; thero is no fixed rule under which he can 
* claim a recommendation for rcmission> and Uie diance of remission 
being granted ^ven after such d'ccommeiidatioii) is too indefinite and 
vague. I should therefore advise that a system which is, I believe, to 
a certain extept in force in the Madias jails, sliould hero ho introdu* 
cad. To wit, that each prisoner ution admission be placed upon proba¬ 
tion, and that such probationary period should last for 6 months. If 
during that time the prisoner has coimnittod no uffouce, ho should bo 
placed on tlie good conduct list, and he allowed, while he remains upon 
that list, to count each Sunday os an'extra clay of punishment, to bo 
renutted at the close of his imjunsonxuent. Hiutis to say, if his scntenco 
be for two years, and if during that time his coiffliict has been unex¬ 
ceptionable, U should be reduced by 78 days, (tho number of Sundays 
in 18 months, the first 6 months of sentence lx;ing excluded i'rom the 
calculation.) 

Certain crimes to be hereafter detenninod, should debar the pri- 
^ soner from the above privilege; thougli I doubt the advantage of alto¬ 
gether closing the door of remission to any class of prisonersi except 
recommittals, or men whose crimes have l)eoD attcndixl with circum¬ 
stances of peculiar barbarity ; and these lost would be in most cases 
transported. 

For misconduct, & prisouer should forfeit the whole, or a portion 
of his remission, and be again placed ou probation, and for a repetition 
of the offence, he should be finely excluded from the good conduct list. 
This would be in most cases a much *more satisfactoiy and scientific 
mode of punishment, than flogging or solitary confinement. 

Copies of the rules under which remission could be claimed, should 
^ bung up in each barrack, tfnd a monthly revised list of the nupaber 
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of dajs earned hj each man with the pnoishmenU inflicted ahould be 
attached.

Socondl/j I would allow all prisonera oinployod upon special brands 
66 of industty, a certain percentage upon their eamingSi to bo paid 
to them npon their release under the folk)wing i*CBtrictiona 

1. I would grant admission to Uie list of manufactory hands^ os 

a reward for good conduct. * 

2. All prisoners upon admission to Uio list should be placed on 
probation, tlie period of prolMitioii to be not less than S montha If * 
during that time the prisoner has shewed no aptitudb for learning 
a trade« if he be idle or iusnbordinatc, lie should revert to garden work^ 
whore labor euflicicntly hard can be found for the mcanoBt intelligence 
and for the most inveterate skulker. 

3. After the pix»bationary period has expired, 1 should allow him 
a smull percentage upon his earnings, which in no case should exceed 
lie. 10 per annum, or bo less than Ks 2. 

These eomings should be entcre^l in u l)Ook to bo given to the prison* 
er and revised monthly, llie whole or a portion to bo forfeited for 
misconduct or la^iucas. 

I am GOufldeut tliat such a scheme, even os a mercantile transaction, 
would be found to pay ; while as a stimulus to good conduct and in- 
dustiy, its effect would bo immense. 

It is of but little use to tell a prisoner upon his admission to jail 
on the 6r6t day of a 10 years' imprisonment, that if for 9 ^ years he is * 
industrious, orderly and well behaved, he may probably be commended 
by a future Superintendent, to the favorable notice of a future Judicial 
Comoiissoner; and that the latter officer may possibly remit 6 months 
of bis sentence. A moment’s considemtion of the slight effect which 
the promise of the remission of a grievous punishment in the next 
world, has upon the mass of mankind in this, will remove all doubt as 
to the result But if tlic prisoner could count with certainty upon the^ 
benefits to be derived from persistent good conduct and industry, if he 
saw his own earnings of remitted days mounting to wooks, and again 
to months ; still moi*e, if ho saw prisoner’s daily released of whose 
sentence considuttble portions hod been remitted, and bearing with 
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them Bufficient money earned by Aonest indoBtiy, to support them until 
.they again found honest employment, there would be some incentire to 
persererance, and stimuluB to hope. TSe line would be more broadly 
drawn between the idle and the iudustrious, the orderly and the dia* 
obedient; than by the complicated and expeDBi*^e system of cellular con- 
finement, and the ptinishment of misconduct would be more sharp, 
and lees degrading than at present 

t. 

The prisoners* labor as heretolbre is divided into haitl, medium 

and light, the men being allotted to each class. 

Labor and ^ mstanco with reference to their 

sti'ength, and subsequently^ in some cases, accoiding to their conduct 
whether good or bad. 

The medium and light gangs are inspected at interrals, and men 
are removed from them to the hard gang if their health be considered 
sufficiently good. 

The harddabor men aveinge 699'53S iu number. 

Medium. 

Light. 21-23 

In consequence of the improved state of the prisoners' health, I 
have increased the working hours of the hard labor men from 6 to 9. 
The additional hour is thus distributed. Tbe men go to work at 6| 
instead of 7. They rest at midday for half an hour instead of an hour, 
and strike work at 4i instead of 4. The health of the men has not 
suffered in the least in consequence of the additional labor imposed upon 
'tliem, nor can 9 hours work in the day be considered at all excessive, 
whilst at the year’s end the additional hour makes an important differ¬ 
ence in tbe amount of work dona The average number of hoi-d labor 
men being 699, one hour in each of tbe 272 days at the old rate ofS 
boors a day, estimating the value of each man’s labpr at only 2 nniym 
a day, would give an annual increase of Its. 1,700 per annum. 

The average number of meo employed on the manufactures has 
b3en400-159. 

The principal maoufactureB me woollen, cotton, and gunny- 
wearing, tailoring, carpenters’ And blacksmiths’ work, tent-making, 
potte^Tt book-binding, and litho^aphy. 



Type-castifig has also beon coumencedi and men are being in* 
struct^ in printing. 

Gunny-making has beeft in a great measoH abandonee^ as It 
employed a laige number of men, and was not remunoratiTe. A certain 
number of men are, howerer, still employed in making gunny bags for 
the tent manufactoiy, and aloe fibre mats made on the same parinciple 
as guuny mats, are being mode up on a small scale. These are giore 
profitable than gunny mats, as the fibre costs nothing. In cotton flie 
chief product is tents^ of thesc^

9 Bowties,—and 

1 Necessary, bare been sold daring the year. They are generally 
admitted, the later made ones csi)ecially, to bo as good as Jubbulpore 
tents, and promise to be a most important branch of indastry* Orden 
have been received to a sufficient extent to keep all the arailable hands 
employed till the middle of Marcli next. 

Of the teuts^ 30 have boon sold to Govomment and the saTiQg 
in carriage from Jubbtilporo amounts to Rs. 1,833. The tents have not 
proved as remunerative as they otherwise would have done, owing to the 
inexperience of the men, wlio could only bo taught to cut thorn properly 
after much expenditoro of time and material All the iron, brass, wood, 
and leather work of the tents, is performed in the jail. The carpets^ 
chicks, and ropes are also znanufactored, and the chintz dyed and 
stamped. 

In wool, cumbliea, horse blankets, carpets, and rugs have been 
Inade to about the same oitont os during the preyicus year, and secure 
a ready sale. 4 carpets valued at rupees 729^12—11 were exported 
to England, and 2 others have been ordered. 

In consequence of the character of the wool, its short staple, and 
harsh *brittle fibre, it is impossible to dye it a satfefoctory color. 
have thereforo sent, as an experiment, for a bale of wool to Australia. 
I calculate that it can bo landed at Madras at a price sufficiently low 
to render'its manufacture pefitablo. 


I 
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The caipentere* and bladcemitbB' work shops nave been consider* 
ajl>ly extended^ and now afford employment to 46 men. It is tay inten¬ 
tion greatly to develop llicse usefal brantJnes of industry, for although 
they may not afford such a ready return as other trades, still they are 
much more likely to proTc of advantage to the prisoners and to the 
community, upon the release of the former. 

.No man who is not a weaver or tailor by caste, will, on his return 
to undertake either of those trades, and the same remark 

applies to most of the industrial arts taught in jails; but every ryot 
^ill mend his plough or cart, or repair Ifts house, and, in the neighhonr- 
hood of coffee estates or largo 'towns, will find ready and well paid 
employment. 

I have conimonced the manufacture of carts upon an improved 
priudple, of which the first made has been already sold. The manufac¬ 
ture of tent poles alone gives constant employment to 5 or C men. 

The lithographic press is still at work, and a printing press has 
been bought, which will commence operations early in the ensuing year. 
In the meautimo 12 men arc being instructed in English, with the 
intention of employing them at the press. The fimility with which theso 
men have acquired the English alphabet (both in print and manuscript) 
is very surprising. 

It is my intention to publish a bUweokly paper for advertising 
purposes, to be distributor! gratis to the inhabitants of Bangalore and 
its neighbourhood. All the loading morch^ts have promised their 
advertisements and the praspccts of the press ore in its present stage 
at least hopeful Type-casting has also been commenced on a small 
scale, but has not been yet carried to a sufficient extent, to allow me to 
say definitely whether* it is likely to pay. 

Brick and tile-making are still carried on, chiefly to meet the re¬ 
quirements of die jail- but the alt of ornamental pottery languishes ; 
the public not yet being sufficiently educated to be inclined to pay a 
little more for tastefully made arthdea, th|n it has been accustomed to 
pay for ugly ones. 

Book-binding was commenced on the 1 Sth of October, 22 men are 
now employed upon it, and the returns have been satisfactory. A profit 
of 963 l^. has been already realiz^ from this source. > 
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K more ambitbas class of work, sadi as fancy binding, &;a, wfU be 
attempted daring the coming year. 

The results of the manitfactoiy for the post ^eor^ are much more 

hopeful than at tho close of 18C7. Both tko 
Pefuiu. • • men and the Superintendents are beginning to 

learn their woi4r, and tho number of oxperien* 
ced hands whoso wotV: is really profitable, and who are capabU of 
iustmeting tho hater admissionsi has largely increased, and is still In¬ 
creasing. The financial results will bo noted tinder another head* 
They proye that tho manufoctiuyog establishmcut is steadily odyancing* 

It must be remombored that a jail mannfltctory labors under the 
great disadvantage of ^ing superintcndctl by oflicers who havo first to 
loam their own work^ before can they teach others, houoo many failures 
occur, and much time is lost and material wasted 

Tho Chief Jailor to whom the immediate euperinten donee of tho 
manufactures is entrusted, has labored assiduously during tho past year, 
both in instructing the men and in checking idleness and peculation, 
and his exertions have been attended with consideiublo success. 

Oue objection to some of tho higher branches of manufacture 
doubtless is, that the labor is not in many cases actually hard, but it 
must be borne in mind that at the same time they demand a certain 
exercise of the intellectual powers, which more clod bi'caking does npfe 
call for, and that it must bo always a punishincut to a prisoner of 
intelligence to feel that the piofit of liis skilled labor is 1>ciDg devoted 
to the benefit of Government and not to his own. 

The only maclunciy bought daring the year has been the printing 

, press already referred to, and a se win gmadiine. 
MftcbioM. It is my intention to instruct the female 

prisoners in the use of the latter, and should 
the tent manufactory thrire, as 1 see eveiy reason to hope, there will be 
ample employment for sevoral sewing machines, and the wotnen 
(a number of whom are from tho neighbourhood of Bangalore,) 
easily find employment, if they understand the Msk of the maohine^ 
at the many tailoring establishments in the Cantonment, in some of 
which machines ore used. At present tboir only employinents are s^Ut 
ningi grinding and jail duties. ^ 
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* 19 new locons and 2 rope jacks required by tbe increase of the 
^tent nuumfactoiy, were constracted in ttie jail 

^ 1 endeavour to cany out Doctor Hendersoii's views, iu disposiog of 
as mndi of the jail produce as possible to Government This is dosir* 
able on many accounts. Local nmuufactures lird less interfered with. 
Orders aro given in larger quantity, and the time in wliich tho work 
cazsbe accomplished is therefore more easily calculated, and more eon« 
sideration is shewn for the diHicultios incident to all monufacturo from 
forced labor, and to the fluctuating conditions of a jail population. 

The general public on the contrtu^ can never be made to xmder* 
stand that there may bo some difficulty in divoi*ting thowliolo strength 
of the establishment irom its accustomed channels^ with a view to 
executing its oMers without any delay whatever, and it is also somo^ 
what immoral in expecting, because an article is manufactured in jail, 
that it should bo sold at less than cost price. 

A small houso has been built in the garden with pisd walls and 

tiled roof, azvl 2 furnaces Lave been erected 
Oitdoi and Etrth Worlcfc in it for type-costing ; 2 of the wdls have 

been reclined with cut stone ; a new well is 
bong sunk in a quarter whore water is much needed; and 2 other 
wells are being enlai^ed and repaired. The garden walls for a distance 
of 719 yards have been also coped as already stated. 

The whole of the garden Las been reduced to cultivation. Ibis 
was a work of much labor, the ground was in most places hard, and in 
all barren. It was altogether manured with poudrette^ and if water 
were more abondanti would soon becomo productive. I hope during 
the ensuing year to sink a few more wells^ and relievo this want in some 
d^ree. However the cash returns from the garden shew a steady 
advance. They amount to Ba 2^157—14—11 against 1,207 Rs. 
in the previous year. In addition, all the seeds planted in the garden 
wse paid for from the garden profit^ and in tho previous year those 
vme delated to contingent expenses.; A quantity of stock in graini 
gMs^ and gardeu seeds, to tho es^matod ^alue of Bs. 412^*4—0, 
it also in hand. i 

X 

ThB small but valuable garden iof the petta jail was on the ]6th 
Koveaher pven up to the Lunatic Asylum. The value of the anip thus 
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abandoned was estimated at Ba 35, for this dxo ofBcer in chai^ 
of the Asylum stated that he was ^ not prepared^ to afford any com*- 
pensation, and I beliere he instill io the samo uii\>repared condition. 
Mach labor was expended in reducing this compact little garden to 
cultivation, and a yaluaUe well was being sunk on the premises and bad 
reached a depth of 20 feet. 

The return from the jail garden will, if the next season pro^«a 
fair one, be somewhat higher than that of the past year. I think I am 
justified in sottiog it down at, at least Rs 3,000.

The return for the past year, howcTsr, cannot bo coaeidcied nnsatis* 
factory if compared wilh that of other jails ; for by tJie Inspector 
General's report for tho jails of the Lower Provinces ,of the I^ogal 
presidency for tho year 16C7, 1 find tho aggregate garden pi^oiits from 
50 jails amount to Rs. 26,837 only, or an average of rupees 526i 
per jail, and the 26 Punjaub jails have only roiumed Its. 8,352-13*6. 

Stone breaking has been abandoned by order of tho Judicial Com- 
^ missioncr. It was not a remunerative branch 

Stone brMkiDg. of labor. There was no market for the metal 

when broken, os tbo Department of Public 
Works w'ould only buy it at a ruinously low price. 

The jail duties of cooking, sweeping, grinding, washing, and the Uke, 

still occupy 29 por cent of convicts. Scavan- 
Jpdi Service. gets fxs horotofoi'C are, os far as possible, 

selected from tlio re-committals, and rdgi 
grinding, which seems a most distasteful occupation, is roserrod, as much 
08 pcffisible, as a punishmeut for breach of jail rules, quarrelling, 
dirtiness, and tho like. 

The juveniles have during the past year been kept completely 

apart from the adult p^oners. During the 
jnveaUefl. eaiiy part of the ye«ir, 1 employed them alto¬ 

gether in laying out the piece of ground 
tachod to the juvenile prison, which was, in consequence of the scanty 
soil in that locality overlying the granite rock, a most unsatisfactory 
spot for g»den operations;—however, by perseverance, soil was slowly 
accumulated, tho boles io which tho endosuro abounded were filled up, 
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trees were colbcted from a T&rietjr of qoarters, some seeds were pro- 
cnred from the Ldl B^h and planted, and hj the middle of May the 
• garden was completed. ^ 

* A plot of ground has been told off to each of the bojs. They take 
the greatest interest in their gardens, and woik hard at them. SeTeral 
of them hare shewn considerablo aptitude for gardening, and 1 hare 
received applications for two of them^ to bo cm])loyed as gardeners by 
sfilicers of the Mysore Commission, upon their release. The boys are 
employed from 6 to 8 a. w. at garden work, to 12 at school^ and 
from 12-50 to 5 at gardening, cleaning the grounds, sowing seeds, and 
the like. • « 

I hare also established a carpentoi'^s shop for the instruction of 
the senior boyy. Those only whoso conduct has been good, are allowed 
to work in it, and the pririlego is eagerly sought after. Several of 
them are already able to turn out useful work, and the skill with which 
they use the dangerous native adze, at an age when English boys could 
be trusted with no tool more trenchant than a butter kaifo^ is very 
romarkabla * 

On the whole the boys have made good progress in learning, 11 
are now able to read Canaiese, 4 can read English, 7 can cypher, 7 can 
write. Their conduct during the past year has been exceedingly good. 
Out of a total of 86 hoys imprisoned, only 4 have been punished, one 
only has been dogged, and bo received but G lashoa The average 
number confined, during the year was 18*293. 

The juvenile prison may, I think, be considered os the only part of 
the jail which can be rightly regarded as a reformatory. The boys, 
who are for the most part thieves and City Arabs, have been in many 
cases driven to crime by want They are admitted at an age when 
some lasting impression may be made upon their minds, and being 
treated with as much kindness as is compatible with strict discipline 
there is more hbpS of the lessons of^order, cleanliness, and industzy, 
which are there ioculcalcd producing some fruit The advantages of 
*good conduct and indusUy arc kept* prominently before them, in the 
persons of the senior boys, who are to a certmn extent entrusted with 
toe charge and direction of the otlieri, (an office of which they are very 
|irond) and their time being constantly emjdoyod from morning till 
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night, they have no lolsore to tiiiak of mischieC Tbo efl'ect of instmo- 
tion and kindness is also vqtj remarkable in the growing intelligence 4 
which they doTelope as their education progresses, and in the disai^ 
pearance of the sullen and hunted expression which many of those 
street yagabonds, against whom every man's hand has been raised from 
their early childhood^ wear upon first admission. 

I hope during ihl^ coming year to open a blacksmith^s shop in tln» 
portion of the jail, and to instruct some of ibc toys in book^binding 
and printing. The boys have been rcmaikahly healthy as shewn hj 
the accompanying tabic. ^ ^

Women. struct them in the use of the sewing machine, 

and also in book-bindijig. They are kept 
quite apart from the other classes, under the core of a respectable 
Matron, Mrs. Bodgers, who has been most attentive to the management 
of her somewhat troublesome flock. 

The infirm and non-laboring classes have been encouraged to do 

any light work, such as weeding, picking wool, 
iflfirm a Non^Uboriog &C., a promise of increased rationa I 

cannot say that they have responded very 
heartily to this itivitation. 

IV. DIET. 

In August of 1867, anew diet scale was introduced by Doctor 
Henderson. An increase of meat, oil, tyre, and salt, was ^ven to the 
hard'labor men, and a greater variety in the grain and other itezna • 
Similar changes, but lesser in degree, were made in the diet of the 
non-laboring and light-labor men. The beneficial effect of this change 
in the great diminution of aicknese and mortality, will be spedallj 
detailed when the health of the prisoners com^ to be considered I 
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maj mcntiou, howoTcr, Uiat in so good a condition was the hoaltii and 
strength of the men at the commencement of the cold weather^ that I 
did not dud it rcqidsito to servo out meat (or its equivalent, tyre and 
^ee,) more than twice a week to the hard4ahor men. Dui*ing that 
season, it was proposed that it should bo glvem 3 times. 


Great core is taken, by moans of frequent inspections and weigh** 
qgs, to ensure the due quantity of food being served out, and the 
cooking of tho lutions is strictly attondccl to. The new stoves have 
been found to work most successfully in the latter respect, and to them 
" I attribute in a slight degree the impi^vcmcnt in the prisoners' health. 


- The total cost of diet was Es. 40,094—0-1.1 or S8—6—5 per each 
prisoner; this is doubtless very high, but as a set off to it, the 
increased amount of work done by the men must be taken into account, 
as shewn by the increase of the jail ouUtum amounting this year to 
Bs. 13,519—9—11. 


It is not fair either to compare the cost of a prisoner in this pro* 
vince with the cost of one in Bengal or Oude. lu the former province 
1 find from tho Inspector General's report, that in the year 1867, rice 
cost but 2—5—4 per maund, whilst in this province its cost 
was 5*^1—1. 


V. WATER SUPPLY. 

• 

The drinking and cooking water is excellent, and is carefully filter* 
ed. During tho hot weather, however, it has at all times been rather 
scarce. It is unfortunate that moro attention was not paid to the 
question of the water supply before the site for the jail was selected, 
for though in ordinary years there is a bore sufficieni^ for drinking 
purposes, still in a season of prolonged droi^t, 1 greatly fear that the 
Buj^ly would altogether cease. For gardening, manufacturing, and 
washing purposca; the saj^ly is for seTerol months most scanty, and for 
great part of the year mach of the water used for the above purposes 
'has to be brought from a well without the jail enclosure, an arrangement 
which is for many reasons most obje4tionahld^ 

Tho bathing arrangements detailed in section L are now very 
complete.

It will thus ha seen that doriDg the first 8 ;earB of the jairs 
histoiy, UkO death rate aTeraged 50*356 per thoosasd, while during the 
poet year it has fallen as low ae 8*G23. By the last annual adminis* 
tration report, it appears that tho average of deaths in the whole 
prorince was 12'12, and by the last Blue Book I find that the deaths 
among the 70,962 soldiers quartered in the United Kingdom were 9*92. 

One of the men who died was an old life prisoner who had been 
30 years in jail and was at least TO^years of dge« 

For tiie maio cause of this wonderful improTemcnt in the health 
of tiie prisoners, we haye not for to look. On the 18th August 1867, 


Doctor Henderson introduced a new scale of diet, and almost &om that 
day the health of the prisoners im^ffoyed and continued to improve, aa 
a reference to t£e foregoing table iHU at cmce shew. There is no doubt 
that the other sanitaiy measures instituted by Doctor Henderson, 
and which I 'have endeavoured U carry^ out unchanged, have in a 
degree cootriinted to this happy ’ end, tmt the main cause is still, 
without question, the change of diet: nor should the moral influences 
which be brought to bear upon tht men be omitted from calculation, 
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the discipline, the industrions habits, the interest which he caused a 
great number of them to take in their w<ak, and the saoitai; effect, 
which must attend all healthful stimulns to exertion. 

• 

As far as my experience goes^ there is no epidemic more 
to struggle against, ot mere fatal, than^ the epidemic of depression 
which seizes upon large bodies of men in confinement, and this Doctor 
Henderson appears happily to bare banished. • ^ 

Upon assuming chaige of the jaQ, I was much struck with the 
cheerful manner in which the prisoners went throngh their work, and 
the interest which they seemed to take in it, contrasting as it did 
with the sullen and lazy gloom whiclf I had been accustomed to notice 
in the Shimoga prisoners. Visitors too, not nni^uently notice the 
cheerful and almt demeanour of the men. * 

I am confident that good food and clothing, and good ventilation will 
not alone keep a body of prisoners in health, but that it is as necessary 
to cultivate the rntm annu, as the corpuM $anum. Given good food and 
ventilation and healthful and intoroeting work—however hard, and there 
can be no reason why a body of prisoners should not be more healthy 
than an equal body of free men ; for more attention is paid to them 
while in, health, and disease when it appears, is more promptly treated 

I have observed no difference during the year in the influence of 
crime employment or length of confinement, upon the course of disease, 
as compared with the previous year. 

Of the 9 deaths, 2, as before mentioned, were caused by old age. 

5 Asthenia (3 of the cases being elderly mcnj 2 fever, 2 dysenteiy, 

The chief diseases have been fever, boils, bowel complaints, and 
ulcers. Dysentery, that curse of jails, has been happily absent since 
the 15th of September 1868.

The Bli^t increase in the ni]inl)ec of kdinissionB during the lafit 
two quarters i8*to be attributed to tbe increased number of admissions 
ibr fever, principally occurring amongst recent admissions to the jail 
It will be se^ by the foregoing statement that the medical history 
of the jail for the past year is h£q)pily almost a blanl^ but it is my 
duty before taking leave of the subject, to bring to notice the satisfac¬ 
tory manner in which the jail hospital assistant has performed his 
dntiea Two dressers were allotted to the jail upon its foimation, 
but this man has for the last 41 yoarsMono the duty of both. He was 
therefore recommended by Doctor Henderson for an increase of pay, 
and this recommendation having been forwarded to the Government of 
India, an increase of 5 Bs. was sanctioned, which raised his pay from 
Bs. 35 to 40. But before this order was published, the pay of all 
dressers of his rank was raised to Ra 40> and he is therefore in exactly 
the same position as before, that is to say, be alone performs the duty 
of two men without receiving more than the pay of one. In a native 
infantry regiment (whose average strength does not exceed 631) a 
commissioned mescal officer, an apothecoiy, and a dresser are supposed 
to find ample employment But for a body of 1,000 prisoners, a share 
of a medical officer (for the Superintendent s time can naturally not be 
altogether devoted to the care of the sick,) and one dresser, have dis¬ 
charged the en^«^ duty, not <mly in, seasons of health, but in times of 
scffe sickness. I therefo|o think it ii^t to bring the services of tiiis 
^ deserving subordinate to notice, wilh,^ view to his being recommended 
for the small increase of 5 lU. monthly. ^By his attention to the 
health of the men, and the consequ^t efficiency of the manufactariog 
and labeling classes, he has saved far more that sum to

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Thd 1st jatnAdar of tbo contingont OBtablishm^nt was rodocod to 
t^e rank of dafiadari by order of the Judicial Commissioner^ in conse* 
qnence of his bad conduct, drunkenness *and insubordination^ having 
be^ brought to notice. He then happily determined to send in his 
resignation^ which was accepted The 2udjafiiadar was promoted in 
hts stead, and has woHced pretty fairly^ and daffadar Bangasawmy was 
proiqoted to jamadar, and has not done amiss. 2 peons were tried by 
md for permitting the escape of a prisoner, and sentenced to 6 months 
imprisonment each, and 2 others were summarily dismissed for smug- 
gling tobacco to the prisoners. t 

These punishments, and \he increase of pay sanctioned for Jrd 
of the contingent establishment, bare had a good effect, and the 
general discipline of the jail has much improved. The increase of pay 
refened to has been the granting of 7 Rs. instead of 6, to ird of the 
best men. This was a much needed boon, as 6 Bs. is, in these times 
of enhanced prices, but little for a man to support a family upon, hence 
the taking of bribes can never be altoge^er stq>ped amongst the poor¬ 
er of the peons, however well disposed in other respects. There is also 
but little prospect of promotion; the daffadars bearing the proportion 
of 1 to 25 only, and their being no hoblidars/and but 2 jamadars. I 
abould strongly recommend, that the da&dois bo increased to 5, or 
the proportion of 1 to 15 peons, and that 8 hdblidars also be allowed 
as in the other jails of the province. The trifling expense would soon 
be made up ]yj the increased efficiency of the men, and it mi^t bo 
alt(^ther covered by a reduction in the office establishment of the 
head writer and one guinilsta, which I have recommended to be 
carried out as soon as employment can be found for these men. The 
office establishment is at present far too exuberant, and much of the 
work could he done by prisoneiw. 

The jail dardga was on the ICtb of Xovember removed to EokSr, 
and made jailor o? new jail at tbat^place. He is a steady respect* 
able man, and will I hope do well I ^ould recommend the introduc^ 
tion of the system of promoting meb from the Central Jail to the^ 
establidimont of other jails. They would in&oduce the system of 
diSGi|dine hero in force into the out^stations, and it would be a great 
stimulus to good oonduct and industry.;

the saving in firewood effected by the new 
CioMi of Dwnace. stoves. In consequenoe of the improTed 

health of the prisoners also, I did not consi* 
der it necessary'^d issue the extra 'ration of meat, sanctioned for the 
cold season. The saving in firewood amounted to Bs. 1,149 - 4 -^ ,

The decrease of the cost of clothing is altogether due to the 
greater care which the prisoners have been taught to take of their 
do&es. • 
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The dcci'ease under the head of establishment is due to the lower 
paj of the officiating Superintendent. ^ 

The increase under the h%ad '^Hhildbg^ is to be* debited to th^ 
lavatory, the roofing of the solitai)* cells, and the night latrines, all of 
these being works of greatfutilitj. ^ 

And here I may remark that though it has been hitherto cusiomaty 
to debit eocli prisoner with a share of the new baildinga construdli 
during the year, such a proceeding does not secni to mo a fair one^ 
where the works wciu eilher omitted iu the original plan of the jail, 
(although like the lavatories of a^luto necessity,) or were alterations 
in buildings of faulty cousimetion, ns tlTe solitary cells or latrines ; as 
well might the prisonci's of the first year have been debited with the 
cost of the ne^vly built jail. * 

The increase of hospital charges I attribute to the system, pursued 
by me, of admitting men suffering from comparatively trifling ailments 
to hospitsJ, wliich I have found to pay, upou tlio prindple that pre¬ 
tention is clicapcr (ban cure; and also to a somcnvbat more libera! diet 
granted to weakly men whilst in hospital. * 

The extra cxpcnditur 9 \\\m the miscellaneous itents, as already 
stated, is to be debited to arrears of house rent.

To this must be added the value of prisoners' labor lout to the 
Department of Public Works' and to the Surgeon in charge of the 
Lwxatic Asylum. 8,016 men were lent to the Chief Engineer, whose 
labor, charged at the low rate of 2 annas and 6 pie a day, would amount 
to Re. 1,336-0-0. 

692 men were lent to the Surgeod in charge, Lunatic Asylum, the 
value of whose labor was Rs. *96-9-4, making, a total of Rs. 1,482^-4 
and raising the direct earnings of the prisoners to Rs. 14,952-S-S and 
reducing the cost of each man to Rs. 57-6-10. 

In comparing the returns from manufacture with those of the 
previous year, it will be necessary to make a considerable deduction {xx>m 
the sum of $,934 Rs. credited to the latter, as the earnings of November 
and December 1860, have to be dcdqcted from the total sum. Up to 
the dose of 1606, the manufacturing year and the official year were 
coterminous, but in Januoiy 1867, it was ordered that the manufactur¬ 
ing accounts should be dosed at the end of the calender year.

Ab before stated, the manofacturiDg opcratioDS for Uic last quarter 
were somewhat crippled by the removal of 100 able bodied men to 
Eolur. It 16 true (liat they were bhorV^tenn prisooersi and that but 

• 

few of thorn wore actually employed upon manufactures, but they sen*ed 
as feeders to the manufacturing bauds, iu caivyiiig on the current work 
of the jail, and the labor of men who were either employed or about to 
be gmployed on manufactures, had to be direr ted to supply their places. 

As in previous years, the Imgc number of aged and infirm life- 
prisoners, thugs and others, whose labor is almost useless, as well 
as the transportation prisoners drafted from other districts (for whom 
this jail is mode a house of call, i>cuding their removal to Ibo Anda¬ 
mans) have been heavy clogs upon the productive powers of the jail, 
while tliis yoar4h0 diminution of the daily average nuinl>cr of prisoners 
from various canscs, Ims iucrcascd the cost per man, as the pay of 
the oSicors and pcimancot establishment has boon divided amongst a 
smaller number. 

However some progress has l)ocn^niado both in the diminution of 
oipenses, and in the incroa&o<l value of prison labor, and > I have 
every reason to liope that during the coming year a still further 
advance w*ill be eflbcted. 

The average earnings of each pmoner employed upon manufacturrs 
have been Ils. 28-C-8. 

The comings of each man employed on the garden have been 
Rs. 2G-10-3. 

This would at hrat sight np}>enr a very unsatisfactory osiimate, 
but it must bo remembered thSt many old, weakly, and infirm men 
are included amongst tbe manufacturing and gojdcuing hands whose 
labor is almost valuelesa I may instance those employed in reeling 
cotton, in picking wool, in shifting the woof of tbe looms, in beating 
fibre, in pickingin sw'eeping the garden walks, and many others; 
and though I am not in possession of any information whereby to in- 
rtitute a comparison between tljc out^tuni from this and other jails during 
the past year, I nevertheless am of opinion that it would not suffer 
1^ such a compaiison ; for I find by Cii'culav No. 4 of tho Public M^’orks 
Department, dated Fort Willim, January 21st 1868, that Uio value of 
each prisoner's labor employed on manufactures, is estimated at:^

EDUCATION. 

On tlie first of January 1868, tlic pumbcr of piisoners wLo could 
read in any of tbo yemoculor tongues was 115. The nuinlxir xmder in¬ 
struction was 17, who were all boys. On the last day oftho present 
year^ G20 wore under instruction in Canarese, of whom 171 could read, 
71 could spell, and 3C8 knew tbetr letters, of this number also, 12 
adults were being ioslructod in^nglish, with a view to their being em¬ 
ployed upon the press. « * 

Of the G20 who wore under instmclion at tho close of the year, 
20 wero women. * 

20 were boys, ofwhomicould read English and Conai'ese, 7 
could read Canarese, 7 could c}*phcr, and 7 could write. 

In Oecombor 16CC, a sctiool master was engaged fof the instinie- 
lion of the boys at Ks. 20 per mensem. At the beginning of 18G7, Doctor 
Henderson common cod the instiuction of tho adult prisoners. lie first 
fomed a cLass of those prisoners, who ali'eady bmw how to read Canarese, 
most of them however, though they could I’ead urzees, wero unable to 
read print. After tlicy had been some time under instruction, it was his 
intention to distribute them as monitors to Uio dilfercjit barrncks, and 
when I took charge on the 18th March, a class was being taught for 
tho purpose, whilst the education of tbo mou of one barrack had 
commenced. 

After a while I distributed these men to the different bairacks, 
forming ilie pupils into classes of 15 each under a separate instructor. 
The hour of instruction is from 5 p. h. (oiler the men have had their 
dinner) till lock-up time or 6 oMock. 

Thus the only unoccupied hour of the day is profitably employed, 
and the prisoners who would otheiirisc he lounging about and plot¬ 
ting mischief, are kept under observation and oat of harm’s way. * 

The prisoners seem thoroughly to oppi'cciatc the cffoi'ts made for 
their instruction, even old men take kindly to their letters, and as they 
are very paticut, and plodding, aud bestow all their attention for the 
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time beiDg upon the task to be mastered^ their progress has been 
pore rapid than that of adult Europeans would have been under similar 
droumstanees. 

The grcgarions habits of the native also assist in rendering th^ 
task of sittiug round a board in sihall docks 0 } 15, and calling out the 
name of the letters after the instructor agreeable, and there is oven a 
c^r&in amount of emulation between different classes. 


The only men who are exempted from instruction are the short-term 
prisoners, the old and infirm (who aredodged in a separate buildingi) 
the bad cbaracterSf and thugs. 

$ 

It is my intention however to commence the instruction of the 
short-term mcmand the bad characters. 


Although the former will in most instances bo able to master only 
the alphabet, yet some of them may be induced to continue their 
studies aftci^ their release, and they, as well os the bad characters, 
will in any case (as already stated,) be kept out of inischict 

As an instance of the effect which this educational movement has 
had upon the prison mind, I may mention that one of the tliugs at the 
weekly inspection a short lime since, stated that he had a complaint 
to make, You give books ^ said be,'' to all those other men and let 
them read in the evening, but yon donH give us auy, why is this ? 
Upon my remaiting that they were too old to leom, he replied that 
be could read, and if I gave him books, would read for the othcra I 
accordingly gave directions that bis wants should be supplied. 

Another man was accused of stealing a piece of paper which he had 
made into a book in which be wroto down his letters, and read them 
at odd times. On being brought up for punishment, ho begged for 
mercy, as he said ho had been a fool and knew nothing, but was try* 
ing to learn to reSh'ond get some sense. 

As soon as the long-term men have learned to read, it is my in¬ 
tention to teach them to write and cyiiher.^ 

The education of the women was not commenced until the 6th 
September, and at the close ofUie year only 11 of them knew the 
alphabet 
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The boys bayo made very lair progress. 

The accompanying table will shew in a more cpncise form the pnH

la connection with the Babjectof education, it will be proper to men- 
tion that on the Ctb October, Unding that there was a large number 
of native Catholic Christians in jail, I separated them from the mass 
of the prisonors, and confined them all in one barrack room. Baring 
communicated with the Reverend Mr. Chevalier, that gentleman was 
good enough to depute the Reverend A. de Kerezout to attend to their 
religious instmetion. A place of^worsbip has been fitted up for them 
in the dvil prison and the Reverend Mr. de Kerezout or one of his 
catechists officiates cverj Sunday and visits them occasionally during 
the week. ♦ 

Their number averages 17. At the close of tho year the number 
was 18, of whom 1 was an European, 1 an East Indian, and the 
rest natives. 

There is one Protestant prisoner, whose spiritoal wants axe minis* 
tered to by the Reverend Hr. Webber. 
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XI. GENERAL SUifMARY.-CONCLCDINO REMARKS. 

The number ci* visitors to the jail jluiiug the past year has been 

but 119, against 301 iu the year 18C7. This 
VUrtor*. diminution 1 attrit^jito to the fact of the 

curiosity of the public being exhausted. 

* Of these vi si toll's, a couaiderablc number come to buy the prison 
wares, a small proportion seem to take an enlightened interest in the 
progress and mnuagement of the jail and have fmiuently repeated 
their visits, and Uic remainder (who^ belong pnncipolly to tlie oma* 
mental classes) npix^ar to have been actuated^ \ty no other motive than 
a languid curiosity. The visits of tlie two former classes have for 
different reasoes lecoivcd every encoumgcinont, and no obstacle has 
been tlirown in the way of the last named. Doctor Henderson at one 
time wished rather to discourage visits of this desenption, as be feared 
tlmt they might give lisc in the mind of the pnsooer, to some idea 
that he was an Jikteresting object of study, but I cannot say that I 
have observed any effect whatever lb Imvc been luoduced upon the 
prison mind, by the harmless and somewhat vacant w'auderiiigs of this 
class ofpeisons. 

A rough comparison of statistics and events of the year 1868 
with those of 1867, sliews* 

A diminished prison population and average daily stiungtli; a 
considerable decrease in admissions, C8])ecially among dacoits, tliicves, 
and females; a greater number of rc-committals^ principally for theft ; 
an improvement in the behaviour of prisonei'S; and a coiisiOcrable 
. advance in education.

It also shews a greatly decreased sick list and death rate. 

It shew 6 a considerable increase of the direct and indirect cainings 
of the prisoners a diminished outlay. 

The above facts will be shewh in a more condse form in the

It will bo apparent^ from tbe foregomg table, tliat tbo jail has 
made satisfactory advances botli in beoltb, discipline, ^nd education, 
and that its manufacturing capabilities are boing slowly but surely 
developed. For the foundation of the system by which these desirable 
results have been arrived at, it is solely indebted to the labors of 
Doctor Henderson, and had ho been permitted by tbe state of his 
health to carry out his Tiews to ftcir foil development, I am confident 
that the progress of the jail would have been more marked and rapid 

Throogb the sanitary measures introduced by him at tbe closo of 
16C7, the jail has attained its present healthy condition, and the 
various steps taken for the improvement of the educational and 
manufacturing interests have been thereby rendered possible. These 
measures will be found to bavo been sketched in his report for 2807, 
and were most of them fairly commenced before he left for England in 
March of the present year. 

Of the amount of labor eipended by him in redudng a refractory 
establishment to order, in inculcating habits of disciplino and industry 
amongst a moss of sickly and ignorant malefactors, and in teaching the 
useful arts to mature lyots and coolies, no one who has not undertaken 
a similar task can have any conception ; and this w5rlc which might 
have fully tasked the energies of a man in i>erfoct health, he carried 
out whilst struggling with a serious and depressing illnesa " 

For the last 9 months I have hut endeavoured to carry out his 
views to tbe best of my ahili^, and with as little alteration as possible.

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3. It would thus Beem that somewhat more than .98 per cent Of 
the whole reTonue demand has been collected within the official year 
ending Slst March 1869} while the remissions amounted to barely half 
per cent of the same amount The companson with former years is 
faTorable, the proportion of oat-etandings haring been 8 per cent in 
1867—68 and nearly li\ per cent in 1866—67. 

( 4. This result is a satisfactOTy indication of the 

the revenue can be collected, in spito of the adverse drcumstances of 
a late harvest and an unprecedentedly sudden fall in prices. It is quos* 
tionable, however, whether some incobvenience is not occasioned by the 
pressure exerted in order to obtain payment of the Government demand 
before the value of the crops has folly r^zed by the ryots. The 
revenue yearewas fonnerly extended to the month of June, and has 
subsequently been contracted to March, in order to correspond with the 
or official yoar. This arrangement is not indispensably ne¬ 
cessary, and it is under contemplation to extend the period of collection 
up to the end of May, tho iirst instalment being made payable in 
January^ inatp-n/l of iu November. 

5. The land revenue settlement amounted to Rs. 73,68}180, and 

exhibits a decrease compared with that of the 
iMd HOTonw. previous year, of Ra 2,45,744. The year 

1867^68 was, however, an exceptaonally 
favorable one, and as compared with that of former years, the revenue 
still shews a progressive increase. 

6. The falling off daring the past year has arisen from various 
drcumstances, the priucipal of which has been the relinquishment of 
lands, which had been cultivated when higher prices prevailed. In those 
parts of the country ospocially, where the Burvey and settlement have 
not yot been introduced, relinquishments of land have occurred eiten- 
sivdy, owing greatly no doubt to the inequality of the assesstuent 
which tho Sur^y Deportmmit will rectify, but mainly, it may be said, to 
the effect of the decline in juices of agricultural produce. This decline 
has taken place suddenly, and the with the timidity common to his

7. In Ae talooks of the Chitnldroog District, which have been 
almd; sunejed, howerer, mnch land has been re^nqnished, but this« 
result is less attributable to theTall in prices than to canes incidental 
the operations of the settlement, and which arc temporary in their da* 
ration. The revision of aasessments has led necessarily to many changes 
of occupancy, the more highly assessed land being giren up in favor of 
that on which a low rent has been fixed. This is illustrated by the 
results exhibited in the five talooks of the Chitnldroog District, where* 
the settlement has been completed. The area of land newly taken up 
in 1868—69 was 47,416 acres,' assessed at Rs. 14,843, or at an 
average, 4 annas 10 pies per acre. The area of land relinquished 
during the same period was 28,948 acres, of which the assessment 
amounted to' Rs. 16,519, or at an average, 9 annas 2 pics per acre. 

8. There are other and special canses which have contributed 
towards tho dimination of the land revenue in the past year. These 
are; loss in the value of tho Government share of produce of lands col* 
tivated on the “Bateyi'' system, under which the crops aro divided 
between the cultivator and the ^kar; the loss resulting from the 
Government demand on bateyi cultivated lands being converted into 
money assessment; large reductions of assessment in the Mysore and 
Hasson Districts on lands from which the supply of water has been cut 
off 'from the temporary failure of irrigation works; extensive failuro in 
the onWum of produce of orchards, groves, &c., termed "Amrdyi;'’ and 
the loss incurred on the renewal of the toddy contracts in the Toomkoor 
and Chituldroog Districts. 

9. Deducting the increase from extension of cultivation and other 

Bonfees, tho net decrease of revenue nuder tho 
Sirku Lud*. headoforkarlandsamountedto Rs. 1,90,542, 

of which Rs. 1,35,935 or 70 per cent accrued 
from the loss on batdyi cnltivation, and the remainder on assessed lands. 

10. Great progress has been made of late yeaA in doing away 
with the batdyi system, which prevails however still to a large extent in 
the Districts of the Nandidroog Division, and more particnlarly in the * 
Koldr District. The system has grown out of the abuses of native 
rule in former days when, to swell the revenue of the State, it was the 
practice to compel lyots to enltivate all arable land lying within their 



limits; the GoTcnunent makmg nidi tucca?! advances as were 
necessaiy^ and dividing the crop witli the cultivator. Batiyi has been 
tilready abolished in* the AshtagramDivUion, and is in course of estinc^ 
in the Nandidroog Division, but tho near approach of tbe survey 
will probably diake it desirable to wait till it can be satisfactorily dealt 
with by the Settlement Department. 

11. The revenue under this head shews a net increaso of Bs. 1166. 


13. The settlement of tho Inam Commissioner in 6 talooka of 
the Chituldioog District has resulted ip adding a sum of Ra. 3,063 to 
tbe quit rent payable on holdings which have been enfrandiiscd, 
or in which excess land has hew brou^t to light. 

IS. Tbe ^number of coffee plantations throogbout the provinoe 

and situated almost wholly in the Shimoga, 
Kadoor and Hassan Districts, is estimated at 
31^586, covering an acreage of 107,971, which gives an average of 5 
acres to each estate. 

14. Of the total number of gardens, 263 comprising 82,042 acres 
belong to European planters, on an average of 121} acres per garden. 
The remainder, 21,275 gardens consisting of 75,929 acres, are held by 
natives, the average being 3} acres per garden. 

15. The export of coffee daring the past year amounted to 
6,220 tone, 5 cwU. 8C| the “haluti' or excise on which at the rate of 
4 annas per mannd, yielded a sum of Rs. 1^04,407, being Bs. 1>950 less 
than the revenue derived from this eource in the preceding year^ when 
5^317 iofu 17 ewt, were exported. The proportion of halut duty paid 
during the year by Europeans was Bs. 16,117 or about 14 per cent of 
the total amount 


16. The decrease in the out-turn of coffee crop is confined to the 
estates in the Hassan District, whore much injury has been caused by 
the ravages of the * ^'Boreri* insect, as well os by an inclement season. 
In the coffee plantations of the Nngar Division, the season was more 
favmrable, and the yield has been good. 

17. There is an increase of Bs. 6,2^2 under this head, obtained 

FMteAgw wholly from tbe six surveyed talooks of the 
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Chitnldroog District, where tmdcr the settlement rules, all assessed 
waste land is amiuall; leased at public auction on account of pasturage. 


18. The realizations from this source were Us. 5,202, against 




Bs. 6,014 IB the preceding jear, shewing a 
of Worts decrease of Ra. 722. The falling off is chiefly 

in the ooflee ^wing talooks of the Ashia> 
gram Division, where the previously eager competition for land ^

19. This head comprises “ Amrfiyi'' or rents from groves, fruit- 

trees, dc., assessment recovered on concealed 
MiicslUnsoa*. cultivation and other itema The receipts 

from these sources amounted to Rs. 95,968, 
and exhibit a net decrease, as compared with the previous year, of 
Rs. 59,957. The principal cause of this decreoso is tho failure of tho 
“Amrdyi" produce, which baa been general throughout the Nandi- 
droog aod Nagar Divisions. 

20. The revenue realized under this head amounted to 

Rs. 8,4C,C68, and fell short of the previous 
FoMrt*. year’s receipts by Ra 60,306. Tho chief 

item of decrease is-^ound in tho diminished 
sale of sandalwood, the accumulated stock of former years having been 
disposed of in 18C7—G8. There is a considerable frJliog off also iu the 
revenue from forest products, and from srigniornge on timber. The 
causes of this decline are explained in a subsequent section of this re¬ 
port, which details the operations of the Forest Department for 
year. 

21. This head of revenne comprises the several items of toddy, 

arrack, ganja, which realized in the aggie- 
AUari. gate Es. 9,17,615, or less by Ra 34,026 than 

the previous year’s receipla The decrease is 
principally due to the loss of revenue from toddy in*’the Toomkoor and 
Chituldroog Districts. The causes must be found partly iu the increa¬ 
sed cost of the necessaries of life, and also in a great measure, in the 
results of the new survey settlement, underwbicb date trees on arable 
land become the property of the colUvators. 
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32. Tbo still head datf on arrack mannfactored at the eudder 
^stOleries, yielded Aa 3,81)906, and the fees on licenses for retail tend, 
amounted to Ba. 76,499, shewing a deirease nnder both beads of 
5)755, as compared with the prerionB year’s receipts. The consider¬ 
able decrease under still head duty chiefly in *the Koldr District has 
been to some extent compensated by the increase from the same source 
in the fisngalore District. The unsatisthctoiy results exhibited in the 
Kow District are ascribed to extensive smoggling of qnrite from Her 
Majesty s territory adjoining, forrwhich no efficient ch ec k can be readily 
devised. <

23. There are now 14 localities throughout the prorince in which 

distillery buildings havo been constructed, 
containing within their enclosures several 
stills varying io number according to the 
demand. The system has continued to work well, but to ensure its 
successful management, great vigilance is requisite to prevent abuses 
and guard against extensive adulteration by the retail vendors. The 
" restriction which formerly made it compdlsoiy on the retail shop-keopora 
to obtain their supplies from the wholesale shops alone, has been lately 
relaxed, and the vendors are loft at liberty to procure liquor either 
the distillery or wholesale stores. 


24. Some diversity of practice exists regarding the issue of licen¬ 
ses for retail vend, the licenses being in some towns put up to public com« 
petition^ and in others allotted io prior applicants.

On the other band, a noticeable inereaae has been Aewn in 
the Eadoor District, the result of a careful rer^ioa ofthe nwhatnifit 
assessment. 


28. From an analfsis of the returns for the whole province, it 
appears that, ezdnsive tf those sitnat^ in municipal limits, the total 
number ofhouses is 904,207, of which 834,817 booses belong to agri¬ 
culturists and other dosses who are exempted from payment of heu|e 
tax. There remain'therefore 129,390 houses assessed at rates voiying 
from 4 annas to 63 Ba per annum, and the receipts from which aggre¬ 
gated Rs. 1,57,607, being Bs. ^224 less than in the previous year.

68 by Es. 25,877. 

85. Deducting however the assignments made to municipal funds, 
and to certain inam ^lages» the balance credited to the State amounts 
only to Rs. 7,19,038, that of the preceding year being Ea 7,05,216. 

86. The excise duty on pepper and cardamoms, which was abo¬ 
lished in 1866, was reimposed by notification from the 1st September 
1668, at the rate of B& 2 per maund of 24 lbs. for cardamoms, and 
4 As. per maund for pepper. The cultiyation of both products is 
carried on in lands which pay no land tax to GoTemment, and the duty 
is therefore analogous to that which in the form of Ealut^' is levied 
cm coffee. 

87. The octroi duty of 5 per cent advalor^ imposed heretofore 
on piece goods imported ih>m abroad into the town of Bangalore has 
been abolished. The item of betel nut exhibits a net decrease as com¬ 
pared with the ^vious year of Bs. 8,626. The diminished coUections 
under this head amounted, howeTer,4to nearly Bs. 20,000 in the Kagar 
Diiisiou, where the betel nut is chiefly produced, and the cause of the 
^deemase is assigiied to the large ^antify withheld fran espctfta^on 
owing to the decline in prices.

Local PiuuU. the surTcjdd and settled talooks, a cess, 

amounting to one anna in erer^ rupee of 
collection, is levied for local objects, and in addition, a similar sum is 
levied on wet lands onij, to form a fund for the repair of tanka. In 
the nnsnrveyed talooks, the plough taz, by which in another form a 
per centage is levied on ryots' holdings, continues in operation. Du¬ 
ring the past year the receipts hove been increased by the addition 
of two talooks to the list of those brought under settlement, and also 
by the enforcement in the Ashtagram Division of the rule requiring 
all inamdars to contribute towards local foods by a cess fixed at 1 
per cent of the gross valoation of their holdings.

63. Tboa^iudicationofauitsinTolvingrights,whetberof proprietor¬ 
ship or*occupancy of lands, claims to village 
Bcvenoe Snita. ofRccs, and disputes relating to irrigation and 

boandarios, provided that they are filed within 
2 years of the date of cause of action, has been by long osage vested in 
the revenue courts. The rules defining the procedure in such courts 
were prescribed in 1864, and have undergone no modification, although 
the dkumstances which favored a more summary and inexponsive pro¬ 
cess than that afforded by the regular civil courts, have been somewhat 
altered by the introduction of the new Stamp Act Na XXVI of 1867. 

54. The Act has superseded the former practice of admitting suits 
on the files of the revenue courts on a stamp paper, in eadi case, of 8 
jtTiniw without reference to the amount involved, and the result has 
been a gradual decline in the basinet of these courts. This is shewn by 
comparison of the figures for the past and pftceding jbars.

63. The staff of inspecting officers has been enlarged by the 
ControUing 4seftC7 appointment of 8 sub-dcpnty inspectors of 

hdbji schools, one for each district. These 
have been selected from among the most efficient native masters. 


64. Tht branch exanunations of the I&dras* X^versity were 

held at Bangalore and Mysore, and were 
CTidrsnSty Examiutlona more numerousIy attended than in any prevU * 

ons year. There were 121 candidates for 
examination in the Matriculation standard, and 42 candidates for the 
First Arts examinatimi, 43 per cent of th^lattor, and 19 per cent only 
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o( tlie Matriculation candidates paased the ozaminatione. Among the 
r schools from whicb^ successful candidates in the First Arts examination 
proceeded, the Bangalore High School took the first place, closely 
followed by the ” Kative Educational Institution*^^ 

65. Two candidates froip th is province, one of whom has been 
entirely educated at the High School, graduated as Bachelors of Law. 

, ' 66* Higher Close Schools .—Of these, the Bandore High School 

necessarily occupies the first place. The 
QOTernmsDt SchooU. students no^^ number 509, and their instruc* 

tion is conducted by 13 assistant masters in 
addition to the Principal Six students Irnm thic school passed tho First 
Arts examination last year, one in the first class. The last annual 
examination shewed that creditable progress had been made daring the 
year. 

67* The Bdja^s school at Mysore stands next on the list It 
was established as a free school by tho late Uahariija in 1633| on 
the recommendation of the British Besident General Fraser, and on 
the death of His Highness in 1868, was brought under the control of 
the Educational Department, and placed on tho same footing as other 
Government sebooU. Notwithstanding that fees have been imposed 
for the first time, the change has been followed by a large inat^se of 
students, who now number 2G2* Five students from this school ma¬ 
triculated at the last University examination. 

68* Of the distiict schools G in number, that at Hassan still main- 
tfljDS a foremost place. That at Koldr in charge of a native master 
has exhibited marked progress. 

69* JiBddle Class Schools .—The AngIo«vemaciilar schools esta- 
bli^ed at 10 of the principal talook kasabas are comprised in this class. 
The largest of these sdiools, vis.t that at C3iikka BaUfipura, coitus 
186 stadents, Wt the condition of ^veral of them la represented as 

unsatisfactory. 

• 70. lower Clasi Schools.—These comprise 67 talook Canarese 

sdbobU and 4 Hindustani schools besides M6 hdbli schools, which 
will be separately noticed. The Canarese school at Dodda BaU^pnra 
janki first in this class, and is attended 170 pupils. These s^mols 
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are with few ezcaptionei iavorably reported tipoiu In the north eastern 
parte of the EoUr District^ the Teluga leoguage is^ 1argel7 used, uiv 
its stndj hae now been introdbccd^into the echools, in addition to ^ 
Canarese, with succeseful results in causing an increased attendence of 
pupils. • 

71. Of the four HlndoBtaoi schools, that at Koldr bears a high 
repatation, and its progress has been unintermpted. The school '’at 
Mysore is on the contrary suffering from inefficient management. 

72. A normal class for the'trmningof snitable Hindustani teachers 
is a great desideratum; and the subject is recciTing attention. 

73. Tbo establisbmont of GoTermnent vernacular schools in 

h($blles, or snb-divisions of talooks, is a mark* 
ScbooU. od feature in the educational work of the year, 

and demands special notice as being the first 
offcctnal step taken in this province to extend the Government system 
of education to the great mass of the population. 

74. It has been estimated lhat np to the present time, at least 
200,000 youths (excluding girls) who were of an age to attend school 
were left without instruction of any sort. The necessity of devising 
some measures for extending education to the rural population bos long 
been felt, and urged upon the Educational Department, and it was left 
to the officiating Director of Public Instruction to supply the want by 
a scheme which has already more than realized expcctationa 

75. Scattered over the country, in more or less abundance, were 
inffigenous schools, which may be said to have afforded a basis for the 
present scheme. These schools hitherto provided all the available 
instruction for the'nnmerons classes of traders, ryots, and minor officials 
who lived out of the principal towns. The teachers were, with rare 
exceptions, illiterate, and possessed few (if any ) claim8,>o the office of 
teaching, other than that acquired by hereditary succession to it Igno¬ 
rant as they often were however, and incompetent, they were regarded 
with respect by the people, among whom they and their fbreiathen had 
lived ; and it was certain that any popular scheme of education in which 
these men should have been set aside or supplanted, would haTeenoonn- 
tered a formidable resistance, which would have, been fatal to its succeas. 



Oa the other b; recoguizmg and making use of them, the 
sympathy of the people was enlisted in fayor of the new project. 

76. In forming the h6bU sehools, therefore, it was deemed essen* 
tial to select masters for them amofig the ^teachers of existing indi* 
genoos schools, and to train them for the work in normal schools, of 
which there will be one in each division: whUe nnder training, every 

will receive a maintenance allowance of Rs. 5 per mensem, and 
on appointment to the chm^ of a-school, his salary will be Rs. 7, with 
a prospect of promotion. , 

77. Ihe character of each man who has joined the normal school 
and his popularity in his own neighbonrhdod, have been ascertains 
with core, and those unfavorably reported upon, have been rejected, 
leaving no less a number than 354 men to be tr^ed ae school masters. 
The attainments of these men, when examined on admission to the normal 
schools, were found to be ordinarily most limited. Reading from a 
printed book was done with difficulty, and writii^ to dictation was 
performed without much regard to the rules of orthography. The 
multiplication tablo was generally known up to a certain point, as well 
as the process of subtraction and addition. This was generally tho 
extent of their previous acquirements. 

78. After several months' training, a large number of the first 
candidates passed a strict examination and succeeded in obtaining 
certificates of qualification for employment os “ Pantdjfs ” or school 
mastera They are more or less prepared now to give lessons in Cana- 
lese prose or poetiy, with explanation ; in grammar ; in arithmetic as 
fiu as fractions and proportion ; and in general geogr^y ( a sulgect 
which is always studied under protest). Each man has forthec acquired 
a ksowle^e of the principles of school management 

79. The establishment of ten scholarships for native students in 

* engineering is on attempt to supply the names 

Sciwoi SchoU*. creating a subordinate dass of skilled mais- 

tries amoug natives. The old class of mais- 
triee is rapidly dying out, and little br no e^uragement has hitherto 
b een given to young men to enter fte profession. These scholarships 
tn to attract natives fronf all parts of the covrtiy, and more 
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eepedallj the eons of the old zoaistrics to whom a •preference wflJ tpi 
giyen oyer all other candidates^ The exhibitions are tenable for 2 yeiiv^ 
at the rate of Rs. 8 a monthfor the first, and Rs. 10 for the second yetf. • 
Four are assigned to the Nagar Diyidon, fonr to Ashtagram, and two to' 
the Mandidroog Diyision. Out of tixe,first batch of 10 sdio l a r rinp*

60. Arrangomeuts bays been made for giving instruction to tho 

convicts in the Bangalore Central J aiL Adults 
Jta School!. to tho number of 700 have half an hour’s 

schooling every ovcning, after the day’s woi^ 
is over. Groat progress cannot be looked foti owing to the constant 
changes among the studenU and the limited time allowed ; but some 
have learnt to read sentences in Canarose, and sufficient is done per* 
haps in many coses to begot a tasto for learning. 

81. A javonilo reformatory is attached to the Central Jail> where 

the boys are placed under regular instnictioD, 
javoDiic lufornatofy. ^nd ar6 in addition employed in cultivating 

and keeping in order a piece of ground laid 
out as a flower garden. Tbe institution promises to bo of much benefit

104. The completion of the Sriramadevara anient, the chief 

work onder this class, has unfortanately been 
AgricaitoraL Belayed from vinous causes. It will bo com- 

plete^next season, when the improvements 
and extension of the snbsidiary channels will also be put in hand. The 
other irrigation works completed during the year, or still in progress, 
call for no special remark. 


105. Nothing has as yet been done to the great projocts of the 
Chituldroog Division formant of sanction, the estimates for the Mdri* 
Kanivd and Kumbarkatt<) reservoirs having been returned for modifi- 
cationa Tbe estimate for the latter work and Kumbor /ferdgoro tank 
aro now ready, and Captain Johnson, recently appointed Superintending 
Engineer of Irrigation for tho province, having taken up the M&ri -Kaniv^ 
project, it is hoped it will bo speedily matored and sanctioned. 


CommanicAtioDt« 


106. Tho principal new works under this head commenced during 

the year are the Nclamongala—KunigaUu 
road, the Kllnakbnaba}]i—Mallavalli road, 

the Gnndlup^t^—Sultan’s Battery road, and the Yoddru—SakkaMspnra 
road. Of these, the first has progressed badly, bat all the others fairly, 
lliese lines of communications aro most important, and two of them, the

109. Tbe other projects of this class, coBBisting chiefly of short

BEPAIRS—AGRICULTUBAL. 


111. The number of works dealt with during the year was, by 
revenue officers, 701, and by Executive Engmeers, 46 ; the minor works 
being carried out by the former, and the major works by the latter. 
The proportion of unexpended appropriation by revenue officers was 
rather less than vtihs, and by Executive Engineers ith. The largest 
lapses are in the Bangalore, Mysore and Hassan Districts. In the last 
mentioned district, there are extensive yearly rccuning repairs of chan¬ 
nels which have not yet been put udder proper control, bnt in the case of 
Bangalore, the lapse is very unsatisfactory. The following are the 
prindpal reasons. The new offidal year ending dlst March is extremely 
ill-adapted to Southern India, both in regard to the payment of instal¬ 
ments of revenue, and to the execution of agricultural works, however 
convenient it may be in the matter of acconnta It is in contempla¬ 
tion to revise theperiod of theso instalments, and also to revert to the 
Fnsli year which follows the natural couine of the seasons in respect 
to spring crops and garden cultivation, whidi do not ripen before May. 

112. In r^ard to the repairs of tanks, the official year cals 
the work in two, when half finished ; and although it has been frequent¬ 
ly urged upon the Deputy Superintendents, that they should commence 
the repairs betimes, that is, early in December, it is imprasible to ensure 
their completion in all cases, within the year. The middle of May is 
the period when there is appreheiffiion that rain may interfere with the 
progress of works, and they ought to be carried on unmterniptedly up 
to that time; but as at present the apprgpiations lapse ontheSlst 
March, fresh estimates are requuiBd, and confusion is the result The 
yaali year is that which the expefence of ages points to, as -the demar 
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cation between tbe hot weather and the raine^ and^ common Benee 
should shew tbe futiKty of firing arbitraiy periods,•which defy the 
obserralioDB of centuries. Tbe recent change has caused much dissa* 
tisfoction among tbe agric^tural community. 

113. Another main reason why tbd revenue officers have not 
shewn more progress in tbe repair of agricultural works, is. the want oS 
maistries and mutsaddies in each ,talook» I represented tho matter in 
my letters 6689—153, dated 27th February 1868, and 8795—101, 
dated 29th September 1866, which E&'e still pending the orders of Govern* 
mont The amount applied for was moderate, and the principle indicated, 
namely, that all but works df major importance should be carried out by 
the revenue officers, still appears to me inherently sound, ip respect to 
a province which will, in all probability, be in a few years consigned to 
a native agency. Tho existing system cannot ho expected to hold to¬ 
gether, when the time comes for handing over the province to tho 
Mabai*Aja; and it will become necessary either to maintain tho 
department on its present footing without n^ard to His Highness' 
sentiments, or it will bo suddenly withdrawn when there will be 
disastrous collapse. It appears, therefore, ofimpoiioncc that all works 
that can be eliminated safely from the control of the Public Works 
Department, should be dealt with by the revenue officers; and that 
strenuous efforts should be made to insist upon tho Amildars attending 
more closely to this branch of their duties, giving each of them the 
assistance mentioned, namely, a maistri and a mulsaddi. These views 
are believed to be in accordance with the opinions expressed by the 
irrigation committee, whoso resolutions have been forwarded to the 
Supreme Government, and they certainly correspond with the senti¬ 
ments of the leading natives of tbe coontry. A vast number of works in 
connection with repairs must bo carried out, and without entering into 
any invidious comparison between their execution by either branch 
of the service,—a comparison which is unnecessaiy, as so znncS^is now 
done by contract, there can be no question that the time of tbe Public 
Works officers is too valnablo to be frittered way on minor tank 
repairs to the detriment of tbeir other duties. But to make them over 
entirely to tho lyots, except for mere up-keep after the works have 
been put in repair, would not answer. Moreover, there is a specisl 
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pajaent made b/^the 170 U in the shape 'of a tank fand^ %hich 
varraats their Idbking to Gorerome^t for all repairs not coming 
under the bead of " up-keep'^ 

COMMUNICATIOlfS. 

114. The oatlay has bdSen Its. 2»68>0C0| and for this espenditure, 
w]fxch is Rs. 11)922 less than that of last ycaij 2)300*mile8 of road 
ha?e been maintained in generally satisfactory order. 

ESTABLISUMENT. 

i 

115. Daring the year under reyieW) the Chief Engineer has 
been appointed also Secretary to the Chief Commissioner^ and a 
Superintending Engineer for Irrigation, with an efficient staffs has 
been added to the establishment. Favorsblc results are anticipated 
from these changes. 

110. The department has recently receired a considerable 
accession of strength by the airival'Of an Executive and six Assistant 
Engineers i^m England. This addition and the formation of four new 
dirisionsj of which three for irrigation only, and one for the hitherto 
much neglected Nagar roads, will materially benefit the province. 

117. The Executircs and Assistants have generally given 
satisfactioDj and Colonel Wilkieson is able to report favorably on the 
conduct of the upper aud lower aubordinatei. 

MINOR WORKS BY CIVIL OFFICERS. 

118. The amount eipcnded by the agency of the civil officers 
during the year, on repairs of tanks and other irrigation works was 
Rb. 1,25^806, being Rs. 50,402 less Uian the amount appropriated.

MISCELLANEOUS PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 

121. Tho improvemeats U^Baugaloro t&look cutchenywd the 
construction of tlie talook cutclienics at Anekallu and Mdluru are 
being carried out by Uio dvil auUiojiticB. 

122. The sum entered in the civil Budget for such works was 
Bs. 58j220; out of which Rs. ll^OSO have been ej^nded in tho con* 
struction ofj and Rs. 24,975 in petty repairs to, civil buildings, shewing 
a lapse under both heads of lU. 21,2C4. 

CHANNEL CONSERVANCY. 

123. The total eipcnditore during tho year under review was 
B& 43,667-4-0, against Rs. 29,092 last year, shewing increased activity 
in catT}ing outworks. The expenditure was however short of the ameuni 
of the appropriations, vis., Rs. 63,005, by Rs. 19,337, ghich lapsed. 

The coDBervauc; establishment cost Its. 27,461—11—0. 

124. A water cess is levied towards defraying the expenses of 
channel repairs, and amounted for the year to Rs. 13,010 or Rt. 
83—4—p lees than last year.

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^ 126 . Some Importaot works haTQ been carried out this yeari the 
principal were :—^ 

The repairs of tlio head sluice di tho Yizanadi cbannel, which 
was damaged in June last; the work is nearly finished. 

The Chikka Archeraj tank, through 'which the Chikkaddrarai 
Sdgara chatmel flows, U'eacbed heaTily, hut was repaired and improved 
at a cost of Rs. 1,807. 

The Lokdni and Anchcha))a aqueducts on tlie same cbaxmel 
partially failed, and wore slightly injuped: they baye been repaired by the 
P. *W. D., and with some modifications, proposed by the SuperintcDding 
Engineer for irrigation, thoro is little doubt that they will ho found now 
to answer. Tho cause of failure appears to have been that the bed of 
tho channel below had not been systematically cleaned out, the levels 
being irregular. 

Tho damages sustained by the Kattdpor and Bamanadpnr 
channels eoi'ly in the season were very oxteosivo, but owing to prompt 
tnoasureB, the revenue did not suffer^ 

Tlio LatchmanUrth anicut had been leaking, causing a loss of 
revenue of Rs. 817—12—4, but has been repaired by the conservancy 
establishment, and is very nearly finished. 

The Latchmapur anicut across the Brugn river has been repaired. 

The Bamasamudram Chikka andDodderi tanks, have been reputed 
at a cost of Ila 660 and Ks. 1,540, respectively. 

126. The Snporintendent of Cluumels reports that increased at¬ 
tention has been paid to the prevention of wastage of water, to the 
improvements of the channel bonds, the planting of trees, and to the 
reservation of 5 yards on the margin of all channels. 

127. It is also noticed that channel offences, such as destroying 
masonry sluices, placing dams across channels, «tid driving cattle over 
embankments, have almost wholly ceased owing to the strict supervision 
exercised. 

LOCAL FUNDS. 

128. The balance remaining at Hhe end of last year was Bs. 
1,05,595,and the amount collected this year under all heads, Ba 1,50,156. 
Xiost year tho collections were only Be. 1,11,605, diewing an increase of 
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Rs. 38j551, of whicb stun oTer Ra. 29,000, ore oviqg to increaseB in 
Nag&r. Tbo tolls at the new bridge at Ilarihara oTor the Tungdbhadra 
amounted to Bs. 2,49S—4—6 f(^ nine months. 

129. The total outlay daring tho year under reyiew upon district 
and village roads was, under all heads,, Ba 1,16,516. The revised 
Budget amounted to Rs. 1,59,247, so tliat the large sum of Bs. 42,731 
remained unutilized. *

because such revision necessarily affected the interests of a vast number 
of persons. It be said in round numbers that there were 0,700 
people on the list, of whom, about one^third wer^ retained, and the

160. In the total of 3,196 persons retained in service, are com- 
prised troops and guards of all kinds, secular and religious establish¬ 
ments, office establishments, and servants, retainers an^ lUfioW atten- 
dante of all description^ 

161. As the pay of the lata Mahardja’s servanta was extremdy* 

small, pensions and gratuites were sanctioned on the foUowiog libm4v. 
scale 
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1. Pensions at iill rates of pay were given to those of thirty years’ 
se^ice^ proTided they were fifty years^ old. 

2. Pensions at half rates were given io those of between 20 and 
80 years’ service, provided they were fifty years’ old. 

• 

8. To those of less than 80 years’ service and under fifty years of 
age, gratuities were given at the mte of one month’s pay for each 
year's Service, ^no gratuity amounting to less than six months/ or to 
more than thirty months’ pay. 

4. Persons under 60, and of 20 year’s service or upwards, bad the 
option of receiving a month’s pay for each year's service in lieu of pen¬ 
sion, when not retained on the palace list. * 

AH existing, maintenance allowances were retoiocd, and persons 
receiving pensions or gratuities were not debarred from Government 
employ, though in the former case, the pension merged in the salary of the 
office. The effect of these rules was to reduce the pension list to the 
lowest practicable limit 

1G2. In revising the establishments,^ each department was taken 
up in turn, the nature of the servico rendered closely iqgcstigated, and 
the *numbcr hereafter-Kquired determined. The older men who were 
declared unfit for active scrv'icc, received pensions, aud those recently 
taken on the establishment received gratuities, leaving on the revised 
lists the number of persons declared to be necessary for the future. 
These revised lists give both in a detailed and in an abstract form, 
the number of men, and the cost of every department, so that there can 
be no possible mistake on the subject bercafler. The labor, energy, and 
jodgment required to evoke tliis orderly arrangement out of the chaos 
which previously existed, may well be imagined, and great praise is due to 
Major Elliot, the Superintendent, and to his Assistant Mr. C. Ranga- 
chdrlu for a result which met with general acquiescence, and relieved th^ 
Mahardja o^^ intflerahle burden. The Town Magistrate of Mysore 
has been ap^ted Gvil Pension Paymaster on a moderate extra allow- 
au^, and to him has been entrusted the duty of paying the palace pen- 
iiona above adverted to, as well as those borne on the Two JUo-rund and

168. The religious and charitable allowances comprised 89 items 
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mostlj of small amount, aggregating Ba. 2,618 month!;, such al tub- 
seriptions to temples, chatiama and matts, the oL; large enti; being 
a month!; donation of Bs. 1«000 to the Sring^n iStrami, the learned hlad 
of the Smartha faith * 

164, Thirt; onp individuals were entered in the list of honorary 
pensioners at a monthly cost of Bs. §96. These persons are mainly the 
descendants of native gentlemen who distinguished themselves formerly 
in the service of the lata Mahanija. 

165. In 1864, the Mohardja's debts were paid off at an outlay of 
thirty lacs. Notwithstanding this, farther debts rapidly accumulated 
during the lost years of Ilis Highness* life, and the sum of lii lacs 
was needed to adjudt them, 311 claims were filed, of which 228 were 
admitted, and 88 rejected. Tbo rules prescribed wer^ as follow;—Claims 
on account of jewels, cloths, fumiture, horses, &c, were subjected to a 
discount of 25 per cent, and thoso on account of supplies to 10 per cent 
No discount was made on cash loans and gold and silver purchases, oi 
articles sold at fixed prices, on wages for labor, or on small daimd 
under Bs. 100. Interest wds allowed on cosh loans at rates varying 
between 6 and 12 percent, according to the amount of the loan, a 
higher rate than 12 per cent being only admitted when distinctly 
specified in the bond, Bs. 3,89,000 were awarded on account of cosh 
loans ; Bs. 3,50,000 on account of cloths, jewellery, be, and 3,80,000 on 
account of provisions, the remainder consisting of small sums due for 
a variety of purchases. It may be remarked that the charges under the 
first of the above heads were generally exorbitant, so that the sums 
awarded were ample payment 


166. The fifUi branch of the enquiiy comprised the stipends pay¬ 
able to the Mahardjas immediate blood-relations and other family 
connections. There are two Rdpfs and four other ladies, all advanced 
*in years, for whom suitable provision has been made in tie palace ex¬ 
penditure. It was considered that the dignity of I 14 would be 
best consulted by preserving the palace intact as a whole, instead of 
assigning separate provision to the ladies in question, who, howprer, 
receive a fixed sum for distribution in charity, all thdr requitesento 
for supplies, cloth, 8 cc., being provided for in the Budget of paiaoe «.

167. The aycrage expenditure of the late Mahai^a, iudopendont- 
ly of the heayy debts incurred bj him, was thirteen lacs yearly, his 
income being deriyed from a fifth share of the not reyennes of the pro¬ 
vince after deducting certain fixed payments. The Budget of tho 
palace expenditure has now been reduced to less than 8^ lacs, inclusiye 
of all heacU of expenditure tho whole of the debts having been paid 
off.

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168. In thd year under report^ the expenses jlf the late Malfti- 
rdja's ^'Srddhi ” ceremony, and other xmexpecteds minor payments^ 
have raised the total outlay hyiabout 26,000, but it is beliered that the * 
sum above gi?en in the Budget of 1869—70, viz., Rs. 8,12,687, will, 
with proper economy, cofcr for the present all necessary expenditure. 

169. The last branch of the enqoiff comprised the proper^. It 
would not be becoming to give the details in an Administration Bopgrti 
but it may be observed that the meet scrupubus attention was paid to 
the safe custody of the property, and owing to the precautions taken at 
first, and to the excellent arrangements made while taking the inren* 
tories, it is believed that scarcely any thing was abstracted The jewel¬ 
lery and cloths wero orgreat value, and complete lists were taken of 
these, as well as of all the miscellaneous movable property. Among the 
latter is an armoury, which contains moity rare and valuable weapons, 
and a library in which are preserved several curious and costly manu¬ 
scripts. Proper steps were also taken for leasing out all immovable proper¬ 
ty, such as ginzing lands and gardens, not requhed for palace purposes. 

170. The Chief Commissioner was entrusted by Government 
with considerable latitude of action at the commencement of the 
enquiry, and at its close, entire satisfaction was expressed with the 
manner in which it had been conducted. The results attained in so 
short a time are due to the indefatigable industry, and to the good 
judgment shewn by Major C. Elliot, c. B., Lis labor having been 
greatly assisted by the patient scrutiny brought to bear upon all the 
details by Mn C. Raogachdrlu, who displayed remarkable sagacity 
and good sense throughout the investigation. The enquiry com¬ 
menced in April and terminated in November. 

171. The circumstances of the installatiou of the Young Maha- 

ri^a of Mysore, which was held in accordance with the instructions 
received by the Chief Commissioner on the 18ih of that month, are 
detailed in letter to^Seeretary to Government of India, Depart¬ 

ment No. 3715—162, dated 26th September ] 868. The ceremony took 
place during the auspicious time of the Dasard, and although tb# 
intervening period waa too short to admit of a large coneoune 
from a distance, the palace was crowded with the Bija's retainers 
and wits the people of Mysore and ths^mmediate vidnity. * The 
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installation carried out irith all practicable pomp and ^clat, and 
the natives pi^ent shewed in an unmistakable manner tbcir sense 
of the importance of the ceremony* hj vociferous shouts of joj. The 
Young Mahardja exhibited great self*control and composure, and a 
favorable augury was formed from the dignity with which he com* 
ported himself on the oceasiom Tho throne used in the installation 
if said to have been presented in 1126 Hijri, by the emperor of Delhi, 
to ndja Cbikka D^va Bdja, one of the Mabahija's ancestors, and was 
recovered aiUr the fall of Scringapatam. Though but little remains 
probably of the original stmoturCj it is not without historical interest. 


;VL MILITARY. 

172. The report off the Mysore local troops has been submitted 
by Captain R* C. Stewart, officiating Military Assistant, who aasum* 
ed charge of hia office on the 16th November last, on the departure 
of Major Ramsay on Leave to Europe. 

178. There is HtUc of intofest to record among the proceedings 
of the past year. Steps arc beiug taken to arm all the Cavalry with 
lances, as well as to provide the Silledars with more active employ* 
ment than is at present given them. This may best bo done by select* 
ing more out-posts, and carrying out an efi'eetive system of patrolling 
on important lines of road. 

174. The subject of establishing a '^cbenda fnnd/^ from which 
the men will be supplied with horses at a moderate cost, has been 
considered, and will take effect from the 1st May 1869. The rate of 
subscription for all ranks has been fixed for tho present at Rs. H 
monthly, but it is doubtful whether some slight increase on this 
will not become necessary. 

175. The estfiblUbment of stallions is below its strength^ and 
wili^Iftse^ruited in futare from superior country bred horses, which 
are likely to be more successful than the Eoglisb afid Arab stallions 
imported of late years. ; 

176« The dep6t at Ku^igallu, where mares in foal are sent, is un¬ 
favorably reported upon, theicolts an^ fillies having suffered from want 
«>f sufficient care, an^ strabglet having been very psgvalent among 
Hiern. The stud will need fof the future close and constant supervision 





177» The muskett ia nee bj the B^ror local ^nfantry are 
reported to be quite nnserriceable^ and though it will he impractica¬ 
ble to re-equip these troops with^a better arm at ouce^ this will 
he done gradually as arailable funds accrue. ' 

178. The Military Asshtsnt has been desired to rente the scale 
of peoaions, whicbi hanog regard to the more liberal rates given 
in other departmental teems to bo now inadequate. It will be an 
essential conditioUj that every candidate for pension should be sub¬ 
jected to a medical examination before it is granted. 


VIU FINANCE. 

179. The accounts of the year 1868-^69 exhibit a surplus 

of receipts over onlinaiy expenditure 
of the administration of Rs. i,63^336. The 
revcDUO was estimated in tbe Budget which 
was prepared in December 18C8, nt a total of Bs. Ii06,40|850, ex¬ 
clusive of Bs. 1,77 >500 assigned to ^ocal Funds. It has realised Bs. 
1 >06^78,278, or on the whole Bs. 2>37,428 more than was anticipated, 
butfalla short by Bs. 3,20,043 of the previous year’s receipts which 
were the largest on record.

1868—69 amount to Bt. 1^9^12«942^ excluaive^ 
of payments in settlement of the Ute Mah^- 
n^a^s debts amounting to Bs. 12,56^190| or 
together to a total of Bs# 1,16,69,132. The Budget of the year, which 
did not provide for the debts, was framed 6n a basis of Rs. 1,06,06,090 ex- 
clusive of Rsi 1,77,600 assigned from revenue to local funds and sbejrn 
on both sides of the account. The ordinary charges therefore were 
in aggregate Bs. 1,93,148 less than the Budget grant, a rcanlt which 
may be regarded as satisfactory with refereneo to tlie large and 
unexpected outlay entailed in revising the palace establishments at the 
death of the late Mahanfja in ^larch 1868. 

200. From the annexed statoment, in which the Budget grants 

and the corresponding expenditure are com- 
l^Qd Reteane. pared, it will be seen that ‘^Land Revenue,'' 

and its sub^heads are Rs. 96,994 less than 
the estimates. This inelndes a saving in the salaries of Deputy snd 
Assistant Superintendents of ftbdut Rs. 34,OoO, but the furlough pay 
drawn in England by several absentee officers has not yet been charg¬ 
ed in the local accounts for want of intimation, aud will probably 
form a charge against the Budget of tho year 1869—70. There is no 
doubt that the improved allowances which the now rules confer on 
absentee officers, and those acting for them, will leave but a small 
raurgio of savings. An outlay of Rs. 14,472 appears as compensation to 
the sh&nbhdgs and potails of six sarveyed talooks of the Ciiituldroog 
District, on account of loss of grain dues, for which no express pro- 
.vision was made in tho Budget oflSCS—69. The outlay on civil 
buildings of a mixed character, judicial and revenue, amounting . 
to Rs. 566 for construction, and 9,837 for repairs, was duly provid¬ 
ed for in the 26 ^^Miscellaneous'' head of the Budget. Tho Inam 
ConMniasion shews a saving in travelling and other fljigtuating ex- 
pens& of Rs. 8,860 or about 10 per cent. Tho Revenue Survey 
accounted for an expenditure for the year of Rs. 1,54,183, against 
a grant of Bs. 2,10,000, tho appai'ent saving being chiefly in

208. It will be obserred that the amount ebewn above as paid 
in stipecds to relatives and muaahibs ia Rs. 1,82^627^ while the 
sanctioned scale for a jear amounts to Rs ]^55,256. The pensions of 
palace servants which commenced in Juno ato shewn as Bs. 74|S70| 
while the sanctioned scale provides Bs. 1^19>000 per annum. On the 
other handi the cost of palace establishments appears as Bt. 8^73,816, 
against a aanctioned scale of Rs. 2»40,000. Tlieso discrepancies are 
explained by the fact that the redaction of establishments was grsdual| 
and the allowances of all classes of dependants were assimilated to the 
new scale between March and August 18^8| as will be seen from the 

marginal statement A precise audit has 
been dispensed with in the earlier months, 
while the revision was progressing, as‘do* 
tailed pay and other bills were not then 
introdneed in tbe palace ; but Major Elliot 
bas reported that the payments were

The actual outlay in the 
civil department waa Rs. 1,61,192 which includes tho cost of tbe 
Mahordja^s School Ra. 8,756, and of the bub]i or Tillage schools sanc¬ 
tioned during the year Rs. 6,626, neither of which were provided for 
in the Budget. Deducting these two sums, leaves n net outlay 
against the Budget, of Rs. 1,45,810.

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244. An efibrt hfts boo n made to establish oflicos in sub-districtf 
or talooks; but owing to the difficohy of finding men qualified in every 
respect for the work, onlj one so!^ office has been established at Sakka- 
lesporaj a coffee talook. The benefits of the money order system have 
however lately been extended to the inhabitants of talooks by an ar¬ 
rangement which permits any person r^uiriug a money order to pay 
the amount and fees into the talook treasury, obtaining the Amildar s 
receipt, which the applicant forwards to the district money oMer agent, 
receiring a money order in exchange. Similiuly the distiict agents 
have been authorized to make payable, to any talook of tlie district, 
money orders drawn upon them. The effects of this system will bo 
seen in the year 18G9—TO. 


245. The talook sub-treasuries wero as usual iu^ctod by the 

disUict officers during their annual tour and 
have been imported on favorably. Their ac¬ 
counts form an important element in the 
returns of th:; districts, as they both receive and disburse public money, 
principally befoie audit, and on tfieir punctuality and correctness much 
of the subsequent work of accounting depends. The district treasury 
accounts have been received with fair regularity and have not needed 
much correction. In the Account department at bend quarters there 
has been a veiy considerable accession of work during 18G6—69, in 
consequence of the expenditure of the palace, with which it had no 
concern in the late Maharitja's life-time, being now subject to regular 
audit. It bos been necessary to establish two new sets of accounts, 


one famished by the Guardian of the Young Mabaruja, which embraces 

the expenditure of the palace amounting to about 7 lacs per annum, 

the o&er on 2 ^pconnt of the palace pensions numbering upwards of 

1,100 and amounting to IJ lacs. The village (hob]i) schools formed 

during the year, snd the extension of the Revenue Survey and other 

departments of a growing admisjatratiDn have added very materially 

to the duties of the Account Department since 2868, when it was first 
estabbshed. •

250. Na^ar, —Owin^ to indiscriminate felling of timber in former 

years, there was a large stock in hand, and 
p. Ticid of ForefU. further felling has been discontinued. To ett 

down fine timber in excess of the existing de* 
mand is a waste of the forest resource, which cannot be too strongly 
deprecated. 

A$htagrQm .—Felling operations have been carried on too actively 
in this range also, the ont^tum being much in excess of actual 
requiremonta In respect to the scantling however some discrimination 
has been shown. 

2(j1. Nagar. —A nursery for teak seedlings was formed, but 

nearly half the number of plants died, it is 
B. M<] NurtCTiw. gaid, from exposure to the heat,—an error has 

been made in carrying,ont the work by contract 
instead of departmentally, and this will bo rectified for the future. 

The teak plantation at Lukknvalli continues to do well, though 
any extension of it ia precluded by tho projected operations of tlie 
Madras irrigation company in forming a reservoir which will merge it. 

Ashtagram, —The sites successively chosen for teak plantations 
have not proved favorable, and a third attempt will be made to form a 
teak reserve in the Kdkankdta forests under less adverse conditions. 

Natydidroog. —The plantation at Eunigalln, 24 acres in extent 
has progressed well, and that at Hosakot^ gives promise also of success. 
The latter consists of 221 trenches, placed 5 feet apart, and each on an 
average 1 mile in length. Seeds, chiefly of the various kinds of Indian 
acacias have been sown, as well as seedlings, which are thriving. 

It is important that these plantations should not be regarded as* 
experimental botanical gardens, bat should be properly utilized in rear*

The receipts from the timber sales which were eetimated at Rs. G0,000, 

did not consequently reach Rs. 30,000. There remained bowerer stock 

in bond valued at Rs. 62,663. 


The selling rate of timber was Ra l-^I—6 per cubic foot nearly, 
while the cost of collection was 0—2—11 per cubic foot. The stock of 
sandalwood was sold at the rate of Ra 60 per kandi, the prices being 
much lower than was anUcipated. The remaining stock is valued at 
Rs. 35,309. 


Aihtagram .—Notwithstanding a'large importation of timber from 
the Wyndd (Madras) forests, there was a sbght improvement in the 
selling price of timber, whicli was Rs. 1^1—2 per cubic foot, against 
Rs. 1—0—6 in 1867—68. Teak realized Rs. 1—4—0 per cubic foot, 
as before. On the other hand, the cost of collection was reduced to 
As. 4—10 per cubic foot 


The average selling rate of sandalwood was Ra 86—G—10 per 
kandi, which is an increase of Ka 5—6—9 per kandi over the realiea- 
tions of the previous year. The charges of collection indicate more 
economy, being Ra 8—6—0 per kandi. 

The stock in bond at the close of the year was estimated as 
follows:— Timber Rs. 27,161 and sandalwood Bs.

Some progress will be made with the sandalwood reserrod, and teak 
plantations. * 

Under tho revised Forest Rules, the duty of inspecting periodically 
and reporting upon district forests will devolve upon the Assistant Con« 
servators. Increased attention will thus be directed to the establish* 
mont of fuel and other I'eservea 

255. The transactions of the year exhibit a net profit of 

Bs. 2,33,676 as compared with Ba 2,17,465 
Genena Rcmwki. in 1866—67, and Es. 2,73,523 in 1867—68. 

The resnlt is satisfactory when considered 
with reference to the drcumstances which have affected the timber 
sales, and the varions changes among the. range ofiBcers. 

256. Ueasuros are in progress for collecting specimens of wood 
and &ro8t products in tho Mysore and Cooig ProvincGS ; one set of 
which will be preserved in the Mysore GoTmmncnt Museum. It wiU 
be i^uisite that the index to the naAes of the various trees, toxf 
should be completed in English, Latin and Canarese. The visit, to the 
province, of Dr. Brandis, the Inspector General of Forests, has been pro* . 
ductive of much benefit in the aid which his experionco and scientific

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attainments liave gnran to the improTement of the department One* 
impwtant resolt was the preparation of revised Forest Roles in which 
the existing oo^itlon of the provioce and its requirements have been 
matnrely considered and provided for. The rules received the sanction 
of the GoTemment of India in Match 1869^ sud came into operation 
on the 1st April following.

258. Towards the close of the year 1868, Mr. C. A. Dobbs was 
transferred from the Ashtagram to the Nagar range, and Mr. £.

Mr. J. Hunter, 
Sub-Assistant Conservator was promoted to the chaige of the Coorg 
range, Mr. £. 0. R Clarke, was {^pointed Sub-Assistant Conservator 
in the place of Mr. F. U. Clerk who diod in October 18C8. 


IX. REVENUE SURVEY AND’sETTLEMENT. 

259. The report submitted by the Acting Survey and Settlement 
Commissioner, Major C. J. Prescott, refers to the operations of the 
year comprised between let November 1867 aod SIst October 1868, 
up to which date the Survey and Settlement had been 5 years at work 
in this province.

263. IndoBire of 130 Tillages of the Hmydm talook which 

were settled in February 1869, the total 
extent of land brought umjer settlement by 
the Burrey in the 6 talooks above mentioned 
(paia262) 18 1,941,792 acres. The rsTenue derived from oocn{ded 
land in these talooks was raised by the settiement lh)m Ra 3,97,768 
toRs. 4>21,31d. The *a88e8smeot fixed on unoccupied land eggr^a- 
fang nearly 500,000 acres amounted to about Ra >,40,000. There 
were besides 731,544 acres of unculturable waste. The population 
over this area of 8,060 square miles, was found to be 242,697 or. 80 
persons to the square mile. While the average ratio in the province 


is computed at 150 per square ^e. 

264. The extent of land arable and unarable, measured daring 

the survey year ending Slst October 1668, 
CortofSwqf. was 789,780 acres, as compared with 

743,041 acres in the previous year. The 
cost amounted to^mnas 2-0| per acre. Tho classification was effected 
over 669,521 acres at a cost of pies 9i per acre. The cost of both 
operationsis therefore annas 2*9 A ^ which must be 

regarded as high, and is attributed to Ibe hu^ increase of irr^ated 
land measured during the year. 


265. The test applied to the work performed by the measuring 

establishment was satisfactory; the average 
Tert of Work don*. difference between original and test measure¬ 

ment being, only i^ths of an acre pmr cent. 
The tost of the classification was equally satisfactory, the difference 
being for soil 6i pies and for water 2^ jnes only. 

268. Of the 1025 villages into which the revised assessment has 

been introduced, the maps of 564 villages have 
viHoeo Mopfc j,een lithogra^ed and issued to the district 

officers, lliere remwn 461 vfilage maps to be still supplied, 
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26r. Thd operations of the Bnrre; have been confined as yet to 

the most sterile parts of the proyince, com- 
Qeanl fiemuks. prising the Cfdtuldroog District. It is now 

being extezided to the westerly talooks of 
tile Nagar as well as to the southward, and it may be expected 

that the fuller scope afforded for deyelopment of the system will be 
followed by more marked results. 


266. The Superintendent of tho Survey (Captain J. P. Grants) 
testifies once more to the ready co-operation given by the district 
officers^ and mentions the names of Sriaivua Rao^ Amildar of Pdvagada, 
and Y^dantiengar^ Amildar of 8oraba> for the efficient aid rendered 


to the Survey parties. 

269» The subject of revising the system of remuneratiug village 

servants for the services rendered by them 

Bmoteffi«ats of YiDigs OfBom. to the Government, has been for some time 

under consideration. Tbc question esrly 

pressed for a solution iu consequence of the operations of the Survey 

and Settlement, by which all contributions in grain were discontinued, 

.and the village servants whose income was derived chiefly from the 

ryots’ contributions in kind, were thus left either wholly without 

remuneration, or with an inadequate money allowance from Govern¬ 
ment. * 


270. In 1866, a scheme for the remuneration of sh^nbhdgs and 

potails was submitted by the Survey and 
^ Shtobh^i Commissioner. Though based 

on the system already introduced into tho 
Southern CoUectorates of the Bombay Fresideucy, some doubt was 
felt as to the practical working of a scheme. which was somewhat 
complex in its details, and pending a final determination of the 
question, it was decided in November 1867, to adopt, as a temporary 
measure, the plan of com pen sating the sbdnbhdgs and potails for the 
loss of their grain allowances by tllowances in money, calculated in 
, the case of potails at 2 per ^ent of the gross revenue of the village, 
and in that of sbdnbhdgs, at 3 per cent of the revenue when it did 
not exceed Rs. 1,000, reduced by gradations to 1 per cent when it 
exceeded Bs. 2,000. 
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271. Dnriog the put year, the nettleiDest of this question hu • 
been effected on the following geoeral principles :— 

1st—The remuneration tor serrice to be wholly in land, this 
form of payment being more acceptable to the recl^- 
ents, and kss subject to the abuses incidental to cub* 
pajmdQti. * 

‘2nd~Tho discoQtinQaDce of oil allowances in easily as welt as 
coDtributions from ryots in grain, &c. 

3rd.—The service land to be inalienablo from tbo office to 
which it is attached, and the succession to the office to 
be recognised as hereditary* 


4th.—Service land now held in excess of the anthorised scale 
of rcmuncratioQy to be separated finally frdm the ‘^hnk/^ 
and assessed with a Jddi^^ or quit-rent varying from 
12 to 50 per cent of the survey assessment 

A copy of tlio rules promulgated on this subject is appended 
(Sec appendix.) * 

272. Measures have been further taken to revise the scale of 

salaries of minor village offices other than 
of MMtor Village ^^^80 of shinbhdg and petaU above ad- 


• verted to. 

273. Of the numerous offices in a village comprised in the 
ancient birdbalciti system^ those of the ta^var, tdii and nfrganti 
only will be retained, all others being cither merged in those retained 
or abolished, the lands, though confirmed to exUting occupants, being 
enfranchised under the Land Insih Rules. 


274. The payments of grain and other feoa by ryots to these.3 
classes of village servants will cease. The renumeration to be grant* 
ed in the form of land or in casby when such is not available. The 
scale remuneration has been fixed at ils. 4, S and 2 respectively 
according to the size and character of the village. 

275. The claseiScation of villages aud the allotment of village 
servants having been made by the revenue officers, it will rest whffi 
the Inam D^artment to complete the settlement in conformity with 
the principles above ske^hed. 
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176. A hotificttion prescribiBg ralM for the adminittrAtioa 

of tbe Settlement has been promnlgatedi 
a copy Of wbicb will bft found among tbe 
. appendices. 

These rules de^ne tbe rights of oecopancy in Goremment landi^ 
and in supersession of existing practice, declare snob occupancy to be 
a transferable and bereditsble property. 

They further define the rights of ooca pants in respect to timber 
growing on their holdings, and the procedure to be observed as re* 
gards the leasing of land unocenpied at the settlement, and tbe die* 
posal of graaing lands not specially assigned to villages. 

Rules are farther laid down for tho collection of revenue when 
iastalments are overdue, and for the maintenance and repair of boon* 
daiy marks. 


X. INAM CbMMtSSION. 


377. In para 278 of tbe last Administration Report, allusion 
was made to the circnmstances which had retarded tbo progress of the 
loam ^ttlement instituted in tbe precoding year. These obstacles 
were finaUy removed at the commencement of the year under report, by 
tbe receipt of tbe sanction of Government to the Draft Buies submit* 
ted by tbd Chief Commissioner (or the settlement of inam holdings in 
landisud it is due to the deliberatiQ^ and care with which the prclimi* 
nary steps in an enquiry of a delicate and intricate nature, have been 
considered, that the work of the Inam Commission during the year 
has progressed rajudly and met with few checks. 


S78. A question of almost equal importance to that of inam 
lu^dingi in land is tbe settlement of the money grants made at various 
periods to numeroim institutions individuals for services or other* 
(Wise. In the year I862^CS, the^e allowances were brongbt more 
directly under the control of tbe Aid it Department, and their amount 
mebed a lum of nearly 8 laea of Tb*|p«ater portion of thU a« 
at wtt pud from tbe general retrenae* nsder tbe head "AlaMrdyi" 
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towards the support of totoe 1,600 chantable and religions ins^tiraa 

consisting of templesi matte and ^trains, as well of 10,000 pervdns 

in receipt of personal grants, while a comparatiTel;f small som, rtS| Be. 

1,473» also assigned in former years as personal grants, was ehargod 

to the customs, abkari, collections, the balance of . which only 

was credited to GoTemmeni In the absence of any regnla^ i^atem 

of dealing with allowaDcei when they lapsed on the death of the 

^antecs, natnrally some confaaion and great direraity of practice 

existed, and their settlement in accordance with cleaV and aimple 

rules had become moat neceaaary. 

£79. The following ia a concise summary of the Rules for the 

settlement of ready mone^ grants, which received the sanction of 

the Government of India in July 1868. • 

• 

(1.) All allowaocea which were authoritative!, diahorseil and 
registered up to the year 1830—31, and those subsequent!, grant¬ 
ed or renewed b, the Mjsore Goverumeut will be held valid 
whether supported b, sunnud or not. 

t 

(2.) Beady money allowaocea which are at present paid to 
inatitutiona and individuals from sayer and abkari collections 
will be similarly dealt with. 

(3.) Grants made for the support of religious and charitable 
institutions will be continued so long as those institutions are 
efficiently maintained. 

(4.) Personal or'subsistcnco grants, the hereditary character 
of which can be eatablishod by aunnuds or other documents, 
will be continued without rednetion, to the present holders and 
their successors. When the term of the grant is not specified 
in the sunnud, the allowance will be gradually eliminated in two 
lives by a reduction of one half at the end of each lapse subsequent 
to the death of the present holder. When the grant ia expressly 
limited to the life of the present holder, it will lapse to the State 
at his death. « 

(6.) Grants to village servants, excepting ahdnbhdgs and potails 
which will be separately dealt with, will be revised by 
•ettlementi by commutation into land or^ where land is not 
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obtAinabl6t into oione^ payments Superannuation pensions paid 
to retired servants of Goveroificnt for meritorious service will 
be oommutable bjthe pajment of a lomp sum once for all) where 
•uch pension does not exceed Ra. 100 per annum* 

(6.) Oranls in the enjoyment of "alienees will be continued 
daring their life time c^ly. 

(7.) In oases where the grants are not limited to a single life^ 
the holders will have the option of commuting their allowances* 
into gran& of land* In the former casO) the inam may be convert¬ 
ed into permanent and alienable property by payment of quit-rent 
at rates varying according to their position with regard to heirs. In • 
the latter case, i e., where the grant is hot expressly made heredi- 
tablO) Um laay be redeemed on payment of trd {^sessment 

(8r) Grants limited to the duration of the life of the present 
holder, can be commuted into tho payment of a lump sum accord¬ 
ing to a fixed scale and upon certain conditions stated* Allowances 
paid in kind from tho prodace of village lands will be commuted 
by settlement into money payments^ and dealt with under the 
abore paovisiona Such allowaoceB, when hercditoiy, arc commuta- 
ble into land grants^ and may farther be enfranchised by payment 
of qait-rent. Similarly, allowances in kind, paid in sandalwood 
and cardamoms, will also be commuted at the average price for 5 
yearSj into money payments, and when hereditai 7 , treated according 
to tho roles for commutation of such into land and enfranchisement 

(9.) Grants made under this settlement, will be issued in the 
form of certificates bearing the seal and signature of tho Inam 
Commissioner.

The latter were 
desigiu^tod ^^ardhamunniom villager” To put an end to divided control, 
the settlement in both cases has been effected on the principle of con¬ 
solidating tlio iuam holdings by the transfer of the sirkar lands to the 
inamdars in consideration of the Government dues being added to the 
quit-rent payable by them, and with the proviso, that the transfer does 
not invest the inamdai*8 with power to disturb the existing occupation 
of the ryots. 

282. The Iuam Commission having been empowered under Rule 

XXI of tho Land Inam Rules (vide appendix) 
innn 8uiu. to dispose of all suits relating to inams and 

cognizable by the ordinary revenue courts of 
the province, suits of this nature* have been transferred from the files 
of tho tnlook courts into which the inam settlement has been intro¬ 
duced. The classes of cases which have thus been made over to the 
Inam Commission for settlement, and which after final disposal by the 
Inam Commissioner, are subject only to the review of the Chief Com- 
missioDcr, are:—claims to inams regarding possession arising from pur¬ 
chase, gift, foreclosures of mortgages, succession to lapses, settlement 
and division of shares, boundary dispntes, rights of irrigation and also 
claims to religioosj charitable, kodigi and village service inams^ 
excepting those of shiinbhdgs and potails. 

283. This BetUemont has been inboduced into 7 talooks of the

2. MORTUARY RETURNS. 

269. The absence of epidemics or maladies of a virulent typo 
during tbe past year, is evidenced by the diminished rate of mortality, 
which is shown to be C‘ 9 or nearly 7 per mille of the whole population, 
while in tho previous year the rate was 7‘5. The total number of 
deaths returned was 27,814, of which a very large proportion resulted 
from ordinary causes, as shewn below ;—

290. From an analysis of the returns, 40 per cent of deaths 
occurred to persons of ages between 20 aud 50. The mortality among 
persons under 20 years of age amounted to 33 per cent, while tlio 
remainder or 27 per cent was mode up by persons of 50 years of age 
and upwards. 

291. The loss among cattle w;i8 in excess of that of tbe previous 
year, the niunber being largest in the returns of the Nandidtxtog 
Division. 


3. AGRICULTURE. 

292. The season was on the whole highly favorable for agri¬ 
culture. In the early part of the year, the south west monsoon 
rains fell copiously, thus amply replenishing the tanks on which 
cultivation throughout die province is so largely dependant, and giving 
a great impetim to agricultural operatitms. Later ia the year, however, 
tbe usual rains failed, and the result was a less abundant harvest, 
especially in respect to the diy crops, than might have been looked for 
if the season bad continued propitions ; but, in spite of this drawback, 
the out-turn of crops was laiger titan hadsoccurred during many previ.

294. The area cultivated with rice is tolerably uniform in the 

several dislrictsi but b lai^st in the Hassan 
District, where the rice, especially that of the 
western tolooks, bears a high reputation in 
the market 

295. Farther experiments have been made with the cultivation of 

Carolina paddy. The results vary considera- 
CwoVku Bum. bly in the several districts according to the 

degree of care and attention paid to the 
subject, but sufficient has been done shew that, under similar^ 
conditioos, it ia equal, if not auperior, both in quality and yield, to 
the iudigenoua kinda of paddy. It is doubtfifl, however, whether the 
inatmetire prqodice of the ryot to what is new and foreign^ will ever 
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be OTercome^ lo far u to allow of the iDtroduction of Carolina paddjr 
* more geoerallj* 

296« Thu plant is cultirated almost wholly in the Hassan 
• and Eadoor Districts^ and to a lesa extent 

in t^e Sbimoga District. 

297. In the Hassan Dbtrick the total acreage nndcr coffee was 

estimated at 51^383 acres, of which 23,905 acres were held by 
Europeans, and, the remainder by natirea The yield from European 
estates during the past year was 3231 ^^6 from native gardens 

1,7491 toDS| the aggregate shewing a decrease in the out-turn, of 
nearly 179 tons, and the fulling o(F being g^ator proportionately in 
European than in native estates. The season is stated to have been 
an unfavorable one, owing to unseasonable rain in January, which 
caused premature blossoming. The miscliievous cfTccts of the borer 
insect also contributed to the result The ravages of this insect were 
somewhat less than previously, aud experience has demonstrated 
clearly that its devastations are largely, though not wholly, restricted 
to estates which have been denuded of forest trees; efforts are now 
being strenuously made to counteract the evil of too extensive 
fellieg by planting trees, and manuring richly. These operations are 
however costly, and it is estimated that the'profits of a coffee planter 
cannot in ordinary seasons exceed 10, though in good years, it ma; 
reach 19 per cent The fall in the price o^coffcoin the homo market 
is an additional discouragement to the planter. 

298. In the Kadoor aud^Shimoga Districts, the season is stated to 
have been more favorable for coffee, which was during the past year 
comparatively free from the ravages of the ‘^borer.^’ The out-turn 
of crop is however believed to have been somewhat less than in the 
previous year. The quantity exported from these districts was 8,198 
tons, of which 433 tons belonged to European, and 2,725 tons to 
native gardens. 

299. Ihe area grown with cotton during the past year is return- 

« ed^t 20,111 acres, and is situated chiefiy in 

Cotton. v the Chituldooig District; although the culti¬ 

vation ^as incilased in the Mysore District 
io the extent of nearly 5,000 acres, the general result is a falling off, 
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especiallj aft regards t)ie foreiga speciee, which is apparently bciog* 
gradually abandoned in favor of the indigenooB kinda It is alleged 
by the native farmers thati ttfbugb in itself of superior qualityj the 
foreign cotton is lees adapted than native cotton to the domestic use 
of the people. In the Ch|taldoorg District last year^ there wore 10,203 
acres under cotton, of which 0,553 aeveft were cultivated with the 
indigenoas plant, as compared with 18,560 acres in the year preceding, 
and 650 acres with the foreign species, as compared with 041 acres in 
the previous year. ' • • 

In the priDcipal cotton growing talooks of Chituldroog, Kanaknp* 
p&f B\idihd]u and Haribara, there has been a great decline of cotton 
cultivation, although in one or two others there lias been a slight 
inci'case. . • 

liOO. A supply of HingangMt cotton seed was received from the 

Cotton Commissioner tor the Central Proviuces 
Cotton. Bersr, for experimental cnltivation: owing 

to the season being considered too far advan¬ 
ced, the experiment waa deferr^ to another year in all the districts, 
except Cliituldroogi where the trial succeeded only partially, owing 
to the failure of rain at the proper time. There is reason to believe 
that with due care in selecting the season for sowing, and under favo* 
rablc circumstances in respect to rain^fall, the out-turn would exceed 
that of tlie indigenous cotton. It must be admitted, however, that 
the exotic species docs not find favor with the nativea 

301. The manufacture of silh is an occupation almost wholly 

followed by Massulmans, and is restricted to 
6ilk. the Bangalore, and Mysore Districta This 

branch of industry is said to have been first 
introduced into Mysore by Tippu Sultan, to afford congenial employ¬ 
ment to the luTgd and needy communities of Massulmans who hod 
settled in the neighbourhood of Serin gapatam. The breed of silhworm 
then imported lias apparently never been ronewed, until within the last 
few years, when an enterprising Italian 6rm established at Eeng^ri, 8* 
miles from Bangalore, initiated measures for the introduction eff an im¬ 
proved species. This attempt met with fair success at first, but, though 
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' on t«o occasions cartoons of Japanese eg^s bare been imported by the 
GoTenunent at a considerable expense and dietiibnted gratni* 
tously through the silk producing ^ooks, subsequent efforts have 
failed either to acclimatize the foreign species, or to eradicate the 
‘ peculiar disease from which the worms havecgreatlj suffered for 2 years 
past. Tbo continuance of the disease has seriously affected this branch 
of industry, and threatens to extingnish it In the Bangalore District 
the out-turn of silk has fallen from about 4000 maunds to 600 roaunds. 

302. Tho cinchona plantation on the Bitbdbudan hills is reported 

to be succeeding well, ont of a total number 
CincUo«». of 7,000 plants, 6,000 are of the succirubra 

i 

species^ and these haTo attuned a height of 
7 feet The plantatioa also contains nearly 1000 condaminea and a 
fow caliiaya plant& llie latter Iiowotct aro cozoparatircly sickly, and 
do not present so robust an appearance as the succirubra plants 'fho 
western talooks of Mysore lying near tho crest of the ghuts, seem to bo 
well suited to the growth of cinchonai and steps have been taken to 
extend its cultivation by forming on additional number of gardens in 
that part of the country. 

303. The Government cinchona plantation on the Bi]igirirangam 
hills in the Mysore District has also made fair pi'ogress, and contains 
some 400 plants, chiefly of the succirubra kind, obtained from the Madras 
Government gardens at OotactunundL The older plants have reached 
a height of 4 feet. 


4. AUBOEICULTURE. 

304 The reports of the Deputy Superintendents shew that fair 
progress has been made in planting road avenue trees, and tho results 
attained would have been greater but for the long interval of dry weather 
which killed many of the young plants. 

305, In the Bangalote District, 219 miles of road have been 

. planted up to the present time; much more 
remaina to be Ane however, and it is expect¬ 
ed that greater progress will he made here- 
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after by Babetitotiog the ageocy of the tyots, for ibat of the cootractors 
who have hitherto been too hugely employed ia this work. 

S06. In the Toomkoor District, the Deputy Superintendent re¬ 
ports that 50,000 trees have been planted 
Toomkoor. during the year, but a large number of these 

appear to have suffered from the long con¬ 
tinued drought.

307. In the Kohir District, 2,500 trees have been* put down by 

means of the ryots, who have readily under- 
KoUr. token the work in consideration of being 

(fllowcd to gather the produce. Through the 
same agen(y, and from funds supplied by the .GoTemment, wells are 
being constructed along the roads, for the convenience of travellers as 
well as to afford a readier means of watering the plants. 

SOS. The district officer reports that in 150 villages, the ryots 

have bec^ prevailed upon to plant topes on 
TUiigd Tdpci. waste lands assigned for the purpose, tree of 

rent. The cost of the plantations is under¬ 
taken ty the vilhigerB,'who arc allowed the produce, as well as the 
timber of matured trees, on condition that every felled tree is replaced 
by a young plant 

309. In the Mysore District, a small grant of money was jndi- 

ciously expended in remunerating ryots for 
Mymrro. the labor of watcilug the you’ig avenue trees, 

mauy of which were thus pi'eserved. 

SIO. In the Hassan District, about 15 per cent of the young 

plants failed, chiefly &om neglect in one 
• talook, daring the hot season; but the vacan. 

cies Lave been supplied, and out of &14 miles 
of road in the district, only 83 miles remain unplanted.

5. HORTICULTURE. 

* 

312. With the ol^ect of introducing improved methods of culture 
of dowers, fruits and vegetable products, more especially among the 
native gardeners, two exhibitions have been held under the aus* 
pices of the Agri-Horticultnral Society, at the Ldl-B(vgh gardens 
during the past yoar, n;., on the 10th September. 1868, and on the 
6th February 18G9. Frizes to the amount of R& 734 were distributed 
to Buccessfi^ competitors on the awards of jurors, and, in addition, 
bronze and silver medals were given. In furtherance of tlie same 
object, monthly shows have been instituted at the Cantonment market 
place, and prizes given in medals, monry, or marks for excellence in 
SBch fruit, vegetables and flowers os are at the time in season, as well 
as for fine stall fed bullocks, sbeep-and poultry. 

313. lire following remarks of the Honorary Secretary (Colonel 
Boddam) are of interest:— 

Hitherto, careful culture of the apple seems to have been more 
“popular with the native gardeners than that of any other fruit. 
“ Apples grown at Bangalore are now really very fine, the peach also is 
“improving yearly, though not at the same rate. Good strawberries 
‘' are plentiful in the hot months. On all occasions, where the native 
“gardeners will go to the expense of purchasing European seed, the 
“products in vegetables ore most satisfactory. It is encouraging to 
“ find that several of the principal native gardeners are olive to this 
“ fact, and have this year got from the Horticultnral Society, large 
“ supplies of the best seed procurable in London, and we may look for 
“ the beneficial result at the < vegetable show held at the end of the 
“year. English cauliflower seed having been found not to answer 
“ well at Bangalore, a considerable quaoti^ of <^uliflower seed from 
“the North Western FroviBces an^ other northern station!) has been 
“ procured and distributed to the market gardeners, and it is expected 
“ that in future this vegetable will be plentiful and cheap here.” 
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“Saperior kinds of briigall recently imported info Europe &om« 
Thibet nnd China, have now been introduced by the Mysore Horticol^ 
tnral Society/’ * 

*‘j?he most marked end rapid improrement has however been made 
“ in floricaltnre from the Mysore Uorticultnral Society, consisting 
chiedy of Earopean residents, who give their attention exclusively 
to their flower gardens. The namber of new flowers and ornamental 
plants that have been successfully introdneed into Bangalore since 
the formation of the Horticultural Society, is an entouraging sign, 
shewing what might be efibeted in this favorable climate with 
'^organized efforts, and jndteious outlay, in the far more important 
department of agricultdro; but in a community of which few of the 
residents are stationary, while the Horticultural Society is supported 
^^by private subscriptions, it is hardly to be expected that much 
money will be devoted to agricultural esperimeuts, which cau 
offer prospective benefits only/^ 

S14. Various improvements have been carried out during the 

year, both in respect to the grounds and 

B^b BotftDicai Qirdoos. buildings in these gardens. Among the 

latter may be mentioned a green^houae 
which will be better adapted than the existing one for the cultivation 
of the rarer kinds of orchids, ferns, &c. The building is still in 
course of construction. Much care has been devoted to the extension 
of the nursery, from which plants, formerly considered rare, are prO« 
duced in abundance. ^^Poivrea coccinea*^ is represented by nearly 
1,000 plants. 

815. The introduction of useful plants has been steadily kept in 
view. The true jalap,' scammony, sweet chesnut, and New Zealand 
flax have been added during the year. A collection of grasses has 
been raised from Australian seeds, some of which promise to with** 
stand the hot season here, and will no donbt prove use&il as forage 
for cattle. 

316. Groups of interesting or iifefol trees have been planted 
out in different parts of the gardens. Amoz^ these may be noticed ; 
Celtii fFifhtiiy Bracht/cAUoM orefi/o/tum, Putratyiva Rojpburghii, Vite» 
hetmfphylla^ Pinm maritima, Balbtrgia rohnia and Adanwtia digUatat

6. MEDICAL 


320. No disease of a severe or epidemic form has prevailed 
either in Bangalore or in the surrounding districts, and the season has 
b^en unusually healthy. 

321. Some improvements have been made in tho building by 

cnlaiging the accommodation available in the 
suigery and dispensary, and in providing 
better ventilation in the wards. Two now 
contagious wards are in course of construction.

822. The returns of admissions to this hospital during the year 
shew that, while the number of in^imtienis has steadily declined 
of late years, owing probably to the diminution of sickness in the town, 
there has been a considerable'increase of out-patients. The circum* 
stance may be taken as indicalang the greater popularity of the 
ho^tal ^ 
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323. The prevalence of cases of syphilis is remarked upon, and 
it is a question for consideration whether stringent measures will not • 
be necessary to mitigate the severity of the ^sease. 

324. The death rate in the hospital amounted to 7'59 per centi 
being a slight increase over tliat of the previons year. 

325. It has boon found requisite to enlarge the accommodation 

in tho asylum, to meet the increasing number 
Luiutic Aiyiam. of inmates, and an adjoining range of buildings 

known os the “ Old Put<i Jail ” is in course 
of being converted into suitablo quartors for the insane, with the addi¬ 
tion of a dispensary, store-rooms, &c. Lunatic labor has been for the 
hrst time employed in cleaning and whitewashing the present build¬ 
ings. 

326. laolusiro of 50 novf admissions^ tbero woro 146 porsons 
nndor treatment in tlio asylum. Of these^ 21 were discharged cared, 
and 11 were made otot to tho caro of their friends. ‘ Of tho 50 admis* 
sions, one only was a criminal cos;, and none wei^e re • admissions. 

827i llie ratio of cures to the total number treated was 14*38 
per cent, against 8*57 in the prorious year. This mode of calculation 
is howcTor fallacious in one point of riew. RocoTcriea ore nearly if 
not wholly coudned to cases of less than 12 months' standing, while 
the abore result is found by including old and incurable casoa If 
the fresh admissions only be taken as the basis of calculation, the ratio 
of cores will be found to be 42 per cent, against 24*48 in 1867—68. 
By either mode of calculation the result is satisfactory. 

326. Tho improvement in the general health of the Itmatics 
has been most marked. Pneumonia^ dysentery and diarrhoea, former* 
ly TOiy prevalent in the asylum, are now almost unknown. This 
result is partly duo to the healthiness of the season in general, and 
also to the great attention paid to the sanitary state of the asylum, 
the excellent diet, ample clothing, and moderate labor exacted from the 
inmates. • 

S29. The number of deaths in tho asylum was 3*47 per cent, 
against 8*50 iu the previous year, and 14 per cent in 1666—67, The 
death rate would appear to he steadily decreasing.

831. The Medical Officer (Dr. Oswald) states that ^smoking 
bhang and drinking wero the cause of 42 pe? cent of the admissions, 
whose historj^^wos obtain^, and no doubt the insanity of many of 
the 25 admissfons of whom nothing could be learnt, was due to simi* 
lar caoses. 

332. The statistics of insanes throughout Mysore are giren

Induding the asylum inmates, it may he said thorofore that 1 
person to every 5,000 of the population in the province is mad, while 
the largest proportion is found in the Nagar Division, where the pre-, 
valence of malarious fever, the more deprcssiDg effects of the chmate, 
and the greater mental torpidity^' maj have contributed to this re¬ 
sult The ratio above given is however small compared to the condi¬ 
tion of European countries, where 1 in eveiy 1,000 persons is returned 
as insane. 

333. Out of a daily avei'age of 101 inmates, 85 were kept at 
wc^, the rSmamder were intractable, or were unable to work from 
physical causes. 

334. The condition of the inmates has been improved by in- 

' dneing habits of greater cleasliness, and the 
Ltpw Hcvitii]. mortality ^ decreased during the year by 

one-third. 
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835. The workuig of this institation continues to be most 

factor;, alUioiigh the season has been gen^ 
BiTwnsg Ciril rsll;*health 7 , and there has been no unnsw 

preralence of disease, the nomber of in and 
ont patients has increased largely daring the year. The percentage^ 
deaths among those under treatment* has been reduced from 14*2 * 
to 8-3. 

336. Considerable improvements have been effected in the bnild* 
ing during the year, chiefly in providing bettor ventilation to the con¬ 
tagious warda 

337. There has been a marked improvement in the health of the 

* prisoners, attributable to the now scale of 
Bugilore Centml jaiL diet introduced bj Dr. Ilendijirson in 1867, as 

well as to a bettor system of management. 
The number of admissions to the hospital has declined iixim 84 to 81*2 
per cent, and similarly the death rate has been reduced to 1 per cent 
out of an average daily strength of 99C. 

838. The convicts continue to bo employed on much the same 
kinds of labor as before, but in consequence of the improved state of 
their health, the working hours of the hardlabor men haro been in¬ 
creased from 8 to 9 hours, without any apparent detriment to their 
health. 

339. In an average strongtli of 428 prisoners, there hare been 

526 admissions into hospital with 35 deaths, 

- Sbiiaogii JaU. being in the i-atio of nearly 123 per cent sick, 

and 8-14 per cent deaths. The newly erected 
jail having been rcccnilyjoccnpied, it is hoped that an improvement 
will take place in tho health of the inmates. 

340. Daring the first half of the year under report, the of 

the prisoners was decidedly bad. The in- 
Ujtan /ail. mates were free from any serose ejademRTKit" 

saffored largely from an ancomic condition of 
body which resolled in no less than |8 deaths, as compared wiUt*25 
deaths in the previous year. In November 1868, a more nourishing 
and varied scale of diet was introduced, and has been followed 1^ a 
marked improvement in the general health.

842. The total namber of operations during the joar has been 
92,181, of which 87,627 are reported to have been succoBsfulj and 4,554 
or 4*9 per cent failures. As compared with tho previous ^oar^ there 
has been an increase of more than 8,000 in the nnrober of operations, 
chieflj in the Nagar Division, where a stricter supervision has been 
exercised by th^ Civil Suigeon, Dr. Macrao. 

343. The percentage of failures remains a constant quantity or 
nearly so, year after year; and though this circumstance throws some 
'suspicion upon the accuracy of the lotums, it is tho opinion of tho 
supervising officer that the returns cre not falsified to a serious 
extent 

7. EMIGRATION. 

344. Fi’om’the returns famished by the Protector of Emigrants 
at Madras, it appears that the number of persons recruited from tho 
Mysore Province, who emigrated, was 2C6, of whom ono>third were 
women and children. Of this number, tho majority namely 813, 
including 96 women and 21 children, embarked at Pondicherry. The 
remainder were shipped at Madras and Karikah 

These retums exhibit a slight increase over the namber of emi¬ 
grants in the preceding year.

& ECCLESIASTICAL 

The reports of operations on which the several missions 

have . been engaged during the past year, 
pretont but f^w features which have not been 
previously noticed, e 

Among numerous institutions of a ohatitable nature csta* 
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bliahed bj tho Catholic UiflsIoD, the dispensary in connection with the 
chapel and Chriatian aettlement at Sethajli in the Hassan district, 
claims prominent notice* The ditpensary has been hitherto entirely 
maintained from the funds of tho mission, and has been condacted 
with sufficient skill to attract to it large numbers of people in need 
of medical treatment* • 

347. This mission has for tho first time commenced the publica¬ 
tion of works both of a religious and secular character^ lor the instruction 
of the people. • 

848. The London and Wesleyan Missions have attained great sue* 
cess in their educational operationa The schools connected with the 
latter mission give instructicn to 2^874 pupils, in English and Tcmacular, 
and of that number^ 501 are natiyo giila The London Mission scho¬ 
lars are not so numerous, but the instruction is Juried to a liigb degree 
of efficiency, 2 students hating passed last year tho First Arts examina¬ 
tion of tho Madras University, and 6 tho Matriculation examination. 

349. This society continues to exercise a wholesome influence and 

control over the pauper and vagrant popula- 
Priend in-n«d Socirty. tion of tho town, and from this cause, derives 

very largo support from the Mysore Govern- 
meat, to tho extent of more than half its annual income, in the form 
of a grant Tho receipts of the society during the past year amounted 
to Bs. 10,278 contributed as follows:—

350. The benefits of the society are extended to 8 classes; class I 
comprises native ^upers, old and feeble, and without friends or homes, 
who are lodged, fed, and clothed in the asylum, and encouraged 
do light work, the proceeds of which they share with the institution. 
Class II. consists of indigent Europeans, East Indians, and natives 
ofresped^ble character, whose means are inadequate for their own 
suj^Kul Thoy receive a small money allowance for short periods, renew¬ 
able at the pleasure of the general committee. Class III. contains

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' ont-door ponsioDers of all races, wlio need teinporajy relief^ tlie nature 
and extent of which is determined the executive committee. In 
many cases, railway tickets are fomi^ued to vagrants to enable them 

to seek employment else^'horo.

9. MYSORE MUSEUM. . 

851. Tlie popularity of this iostitution especially among the 
natives is oadimiiuslicd. Useful additions have been tnatlA daring the 
year to the collection of coins, as well as to the natural history depart¬ 
ment A collection of 143 of Uic indigenous di’ugs of the province has 
also been added, but is not yet quite complete. 

» W. ARCH^LOGY. 

352. A list of ancicut temples and other buildings in the province 
possessing ainhitcctural interest, is appended to this report Several of 
the more prominent objects have been recently photographed by 
an officer who was specially employed on the work. An interesting 
collection of photographs of stone and copper tablets containing in- 
scriptioDS in old Cannrese, has also boon obtained. 

353. In fortlierance of the desire of Government to preserre ancienU 
stmcturcs of an interesting character from premature decay, measures 
have been token to repair the old temple at Somanithpur situated 
at the junction of the Kuvari and Kabani rivers, near Talakddu. 

This building which dates from the period of the Belal Bajda, 
and is probably 0 centuries* old, is in a fair state of preservation, 
though dilapidated in parts and in great need of repairs to prevent a 
total ruin in the course of a few years.

The goods traffic shews a slight diminutioni but this is apparently 
due to the abundant harvest, and to the consequent sufficiency of the 
markets to supply local wants, without the importation of grain and 
other commodities, from the coast 


858. The subject of extending railway communications iu the 

province has been brought under the consider- 
Bit«ulon in Jfy- Govommont of India with refer- 

ence to its Resolution under date 3rd Decem¬ 
ber 1867, calling for a review of the requirements of each province 
under this head. With regard to Mysore, a preliminary point for 
determination was, whether the scheme should provide for the extension 
of the railway from Bangalore, tho present terminus of a branch of the 
Madras Railway, so os to form a junction with tho North Weeiem 
Line, connecting Bombay and Madras, or should be confined to a 
railway system within the limits of the province. In the former case, 
the undertaking would he costly as involving the retention of the 
existing gauge, while some difficulties may arise in apportioning the 
obaiges of a line, which will not wholly subserve the interests of thie 
State. The project which most commends itself, is the prolongation of 
*thd Bangalore-Branch.Line to Tipnturo, a central locality situated 80 
miles north west of Bangalore, and a laige emporium of the trade in 
betel-nut, rice, coffee, coCoanuls aad other commodities, whidi are 
ftlr^ad v largi^y exported to the eastward. For this tiunk line, the 
standard gauge will be maintained, and the cost may be estimated at 
a^>out 40 lacs (£ 400,000). Fv^m T^atdru, it is proposed to construct 
a series of narrow gauge lines reaching to various points from the 
Wyndd frontier in the souA west, to the Cafiara and Dharwar frontier 
on the north west, and embracing the whole province in a net wotk: 
which, it is calculated, wQl comprise nearly 500 miles of railway. The

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outlay, estimated at £ 260,000, is howerer so large, that tlus portion of 
the scheme can merely bo treate^ as the basis of futare operations, and • 
its execution must depend on the course which trade will take hereafter 
when the first part of the scheme has been carried out. . 

359. In connection with this eubjoct^it may be here mentionedas . 
shewing the extent to which trofiio has developed of'late years, that 
whereas the hire of a cart horn Bangalore to Secunderabad (363 miles) 
was Rs. 27~4—0 in 1858, Rs. 60 are now demanded for the same 
journey. Cart hire from Bangalore to Bellary (190 miles) has risen in 
the same period, horn Rs. li to Rs. 26. 

13. GOVERNMENT PRESS. 

SCO. The value of the work done at the Government Press during 
the past year is estimated at Its. 34,415, or Rs. 7,388 in excess of 
that peiformed in the previous year. The cxpendituiw amounted to 
Rs. 20,021 as compared with Rs. 1^,106 in 1867—68. 

Tho use of standing forms, of which there are now upwards of400, 
has materially lessened the work, but, as shewn by the figures above 
quoted, the demands upon tho Press have laigcly increased, and has 
necessitated an augmentation of the establishment, for the purpose 
of providing a separate staff of compositors, &a, for the publication 
of educational works. 


CONCLUDING REMARKS. 


During the month of July I made a circuit in the EoKr District 
with a view to inspect tho frontier talooks bordering on Her Majesty's 
Territory, where, owing to the famine of 1866—67, the prevailing rates 
of assessment in some instances pressed heavily, and steps were take n to 
revise these. Later in the year I traversed the whole line ^ghita in 
the Shimoga and Eadoor Districts, vidtin^ all the old passes in order 
to determine what net work of roads would best subserve the require¬ 
ments of the wild hill talooks of the western boiler. The result of my 
enquiries has been separately submitted to Qovenunent, and it is to be 


hoped, that the propwals made I 7 me will be of benefit to that portion 
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iff the provincej though en effectual amelioratioB of the condition of the 
peoplemustmainlydepeodupontheoperatiooeof the sniroy eettlement, 
the officers of which are just breaking gionnd in that direction. 

The designation of Commissioner, hitherto applied to the Head of 
the Local Administration, having been found fo be inconvenient, owing 
to the recent nomination of an loam Commissionor and Survey Com¬ 
missioner, was changed to that of Chief Commissioner towards the close 
of the year. His functions, however, remain the same as before. The 
work and responsibility of this officer have increased so much of late 
years, and the questions which have arisen ha?6 often been of so difficult 
and complex a nature in respect to inam enquiries and the progreea of the 
survey settlement, thit it seems a matter of vital importauco to the 
interests of the State, that the operations of the departments mentioned 
should be brought to a close, before the young Maharaja attains his 
majority. In any case, it cannot he concealed that the charge which 
Bis Highness will have to assume will bo fraught with a responsibility 
which rarely devolves on native Princes, and that the most strenu¬ 
ous endeavours of all his well wishers^will be needed to qualify him for 
the station which he is destined to fulfil The Oovemment have 
wisely directed that he should be brought to Bangalore to be educated, 
as soon as circumstances admit, and it is not too much to say that the 
piospeiity of the countiy and oveu the continuance of the dynasty axe 
dependent upon his proving himself worthy of the position of Maharuja 
of Mysore, which can only be* secured by a liberal and enlightened 
trmning, and an education far in advance of that generally attained by 
native Bulers. 

It has been customaiy at the close of the Mysore Administration 
Beports, to recount the services of the various heads of departments, 
and of those officers who have specially distinguished themselves, but 
there have been but few changes during tho year under report, and it 
scarcely necessary therefore to particularize individuals, whore all 
have exerted themselves. 1 have already, in the Judicial Beport for 
<1868, expressed my opinion rof the excellent supervision exercised by 
Mr. Kindersley, and in Publio Works Progress Beport and the 
Education Report, have recorded my sedee of the valuable services 
of the Chief Engineers (Colonels Sankey and WiUdeson) and the 
Director of Public Instruction (Mr. Bice). The Inam and Survey 
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Commiasioas have made great progress during the jrearj and the 
count Department has been most efficient); controlled b; Mr. Budson^ ^ 
and the other heads of departments are entitled to particular notice 
and consideration. 

la the Political Section, I have drawn attention to the sncceseftil 
settlement b; Major Elliot, aided b; Mr. Bangachdrlui of the * 

of the late MahorAja, and I desire to repeat here my appreciation of 
their labors, which demanded the exercise of great toetj discrimiDaiion 
and good judgment Barely, 1 believe, has so difficult a task been 
accomplished so speedily and satisfactorily. 

The duties of Seerftory were discharged during half the year by 
Captain J. A. Campbell, now acting as Superintendent of the Asbtagram 
Division, and since that time by Captain T. 61arke. I have to expi^ 
my satisfaction with the ability and exertions of both these officers.
